Dear readers, 


Several weeks ago, I started to 
hear from friends and relatives [hadn't 
spoken to in years. In fact, a few of them 
were folks I hadn't seen in nearly two de- 
cades. 

“I saw the TV commercial tonight 
during 60 Minutes,’ one friend in Up- 
state New York wrote. “[My wife and I] 
both nearly fell off the couch!” 

“My kids think I'm cooler for know- 
ing someone famous, a high school 
classmate in Louisiana joked. 

But my favorite comment so far came 
from a former boss, who lives in Los An- 


geles. “You're a TV star now,” he quipped. 


“but don’t forget all the little people who 
knew you on the way up.” 

It’s true that your humble editor 
is now appearing in a commercial for 
Ancestry.com, but rest assured that it 
hasn't gone to my head. Perhaps some 
of you have seen it playing on HGTV or 
MSNBC or during a Law & Order mara- 
thon on ION. 

I ended up in the ad — which has 
been running nationally since just be- 
fore Thanksgiving — after sending in 





a two-minute cellphone 
video describing what I 
learned using the gene- 
alogy website, of which 
I have been a member 

since 2004. The company 
chose me and nine others 
from a pool of more than 700 
submissions. 

In the ad, which is a mere 30 seconds 
long, Iam shown seated on a cream-col- 
ored sofa surrounded by plush pillows 
and African artifacts as I speak about 
one of the discoveries I made. 

As I’m talking, a map of Africa floats 
above my head, and a chart of my fam- 
ily tree appears: Its branches go back 
seven generations to a woman named 
Marianne Gaspard, my 5th-great-grand- 
mother. 

What I learned from my research is 
that Marianne was born on the conti- 
nent of Africa in the late 1700s and came 
to Louisiana as a slave before achieving 
her freedom at some point before 1850. 
Her original African name has been lost. 

I know very little about her life, but 
had Ancestry.com not been available 
during my quest to learn about my 
lineage, I would never have known that 
Marianne existed at all. 

Tam haunted by the thought of 
her harrowing experience chained for 
months in the stinking belly of a slave 
ship, enduring endless cruelties and 
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indignities — including, very probably, 
sexual assault. But I am inspired by the 
realization that I come from someone 
with a strong will to survive, whose 
descendants have gone on to become 
successful businessmen, musicians, 
educators, artists, and even journalists. 
The determination, love, and joy that 
somehow survived in her — despite the 
injustices she faced — lives on in me. 

When I am tempted to despair over 
the difficulties we now face — unjust 
police killings of Black and Brown peo- 
ple, the persistence of sexism and rape 
culture, a neo-fascist reawakening, out- 
of-control climate change, and so on — I 
pause for a moment to consider what 
Marianne and many of my ancestors 
must have gone through. 

If during slavery, my ancestors could 
cultivate enough compassion and happi- 
ness in their lives to make the struggle 
worthwhile, then perhaps there is hope 
that we can get through these troubling 
times, too.

School District Redoubles Ettorts 
To Keep Undocumented Students Sate 





Education leaders promise they won't share pupils’ immigration status with the Feds, but they say some families should seek legal advice.

When Juana came to San Fran- 
cisco from El Salvador six years ago, it 
was to get out of a difficult relationship 
with her children’s father and to seek 
better economic opportunities. But be- 
cause she and her kids are undocu- 
mented, Juana’s 11-year-old daughter, 
who attends Marshall Elementary 
School in the Mission, is often scared 
about the possibility of deportation. 

“Before the election [of Donald 
Trump], I felt safe sending my daugh- 
ter to school and going to work, but my 
daughter is afraid of going to school. 
She’s always afraid something is going 
to happen,” Juana — who asked SF 
Weekly not to use her last name — says 
through an interpreter with Pangea 
Legal Network. “Now, we are more 
afraid.” 

Such fears are on the rise among 
many immigrant families in San Fran- 
cisco since the election, says Raquel 
Donoso, director of Mission Promise 
Neighborhood, which provides a net- 
work of resources to those families. 
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The San Francisco Unified School 
District has been trying to reassure its 
students that the district will continue 
to protect students from federal immi- 
gration activity. 

In a Nov. 29 letter to families signed 
by Interim Superintendent Myong 
Leigh and Mayor Ed Lee, the school 
district emphasized that it does not 
ask students about their immigration 
status. Even if it did, the district would 
not share that information with fed- 
eral authorities, the letter said. How- 
ever, the letter warned families that 
immigration enforcement activities in 
the city could increase after Trump’s 
inauguration, and it advised students 
who are part of the Deferred Action 
for Childhood Arrivals program to 
reach out to immigration lawyers for 
advice. 

“We are committed to providing a 
safe space for learning for each and 
every one of our students, including 
recent immigrants, regardless of 
immigration status,’ the district told 
families in a robocall message that 
accompanied the letter. 
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When Trump announced his can- 
didacy, he whipped up fears about 
immigrants, claiming that many Mex- 
icans in particular are “criminals” and 
“rapists.” Early in his campaign, he 
promised to deport “millions and mil- 
lions of undocumented immigrants.” 
He also used the 2015 murder of 
Kathryn Steinle — by Juan Francisco 
Lopez-Sanchez, an undocumented im- 
migrant with a criminal history — to 
argue that sanctuary city policies like 
San Francisco’s should be abolished. 

More recently, on 60 Minutes, 
Trump told Lesley Stahl that he would 
start by deporting undocumented im- 
migrants with criminal records, which 
he estimated would be 2 to 3 million 
people, before “making a determina- 
tion” about anyone else who might be 
in the country without authorization. 

Deportation efforts were already 
very active under President Barack 
Obama, earning him the title “deport- 
er-in-chief” among immigrants ’-rights 
activists. Between 2010 and the end 
of 2014, U.S. Immigration and Cus- 
toms Enforcement deported almost 





2 million people — 850,000 of whom 
were convicted of a criminal act other 
than being in the United States with- 
out permission, according to the agen- 
cy. Even in San Francisco, which has 
been a sanctuary city since the late 
1980s, roughly 7,000 residents were 
deported each year between January 
2010 and February 2015, according to 
the San Francisco Public Defender’s 
Office. 

The day after the election, many 
San Francisco principals spoke to 
students, reassuring them that school 
leaders would work hard to keep them 
safe. One of those was Everett Middle 
School Principal Lena Van Haren, 
who emailed her staff late on election 
night to make sure everyone would be 
ready to support kids as they came to 
school the next morning. 

“There have been a lot of nasty, 
scary things said,” Van Haren tells SF 
Weekly. “Right now, my impression 
is that families are anxious. They are 
worried about their safety. Will [sanc- 
tuary city] funding be cut? They have 
questions, and we don’t always know 
the answers yet. Since the election, 
some of our kids are behaving differ- 
ently. There’s been a lot of fallout.” 

On Tuesday, Everett hosted a 
workshop for its families and the wid- 
er community, offering both legal and 
mental health resources to locals who 
might need them. The purpose, Van 
Haren adds, is to show that “it’s really 
OK and normal to be feeling anxiety 
and stress, and we have services avail- 
able.” 

Some local undocumented immi- 
grants say the district's efforts have 
helped reassure them that students 
will be protected. 

Maria, the mother of an 8-year-old 
and a 9-month-old, spent seven years 
in San Antonio after leaving Mexico. 
She moved to San Francisco two years 
ago, and says she’s comfortable send- 
ing her older child to a public school 
in the Mission. She also says she feels 
safer on San Francisco streets than 
she ever did in San Antonio. 

“Right after the election, the prin- 
cipal told the parents that our chil- 
dren were going to be safe at school,” 
Maria says through an interpreter 
with the Mission Economic Develop- 
ment Agency. “That made me feel less 
afraid to bring my child to school.” 
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However, Maria says many other 
families are scared because of Trump’s 
deportation threats. She knows some 
students who became worried after 
hearing their parents say that they 
could be forced to go back to Mexico. 
She has been working with her elder 
child’s school to make sure those par- 
ents are connected to legal and men- 
tal health resources. 

In the coming weeks, school of- 
ficials will make sure that faculty at 
each of the city’s 115 public schools 
are aware of the district’s policies 
around immigrant students, Chris- 
tina Wong, special assistant to the 
superintendent, says. They especially 
want to remind school leaders that 
immigration officers are not allowed 
on school campuses. 

If an ICE officer comes on campus, 
“all of those requests get directed to 
our legal department,’ Wong says. 
“We want to add more specificity and 
detail to the policy so it’s very clear to 
faculty.” She says she’s not aware of 
any incidents involving ICE officers at 
local schools. 

School officials are also beginning 
to look at what could happen to the 
district’s budget if Trump makes 
good on his threat to cut funding to 
sanctuary cities — cuts that officials 
have estimated could cost San Fran- 
cisco $1 billion, and the schools $28 
million. That money pays for a variety 
of programs, many of which are feder- 
ally mandated, including services for 
students learning English, support to 
families, and additional training for 
teachers, Wong adds. 

However, in the same election that 
brought Trump to power, San Fran- 
ciscans supported a measure allowing 
non-citizens to vote for school district 
board candidates. Although many 
school districts across the country 
have similar laws, Wong sees it as 
symbolic of the district’s commitment 
to educating all students — not just 
citizens. 

“It really ties to their constitution- 
al right to an education, access, and 
equity, she says. “It’s also about par- 
ents having that voice on who is creat- 
ing policies that affect their children.”

The Sierra Club Is Gearing Up 





For Trump’s Environmental Assault 


Michael Brune, the executive director of the San Francisco-born environmental organization, 
explains how he plans to fight the incoming president.

“When we try to pick out any- 
thing by itself, we find it hitched to ev- 
erything else in the universe,” John 
Muir, the founder of the Sierra Club, 
once said. 

The reason Muir’s quote became 
famous is that it has been repeated — 
with good reason — for generations. 
His organization, the environmental 
group he founded in San Francisco in 
1892, should keep this quote handy 
for, say, the next four years. 

That’s because if President-elect 
Donald Trump is held to his tweets, 
his administration will open up a can 
of whoop-ass on the planet that will 
spin Muir in his grave faster than a 
climate-change-induced hurricane. Mi-

the Sierra Club, spoke by phone with 
SF Weekly on the elemental challenges 
that California — and the world — 
may face after Trump takes the oath of 
office next month. 


FIRE 


Frankenstein’s monster’s mentality 
of “fire, bad” may work in campy 
horror movies, but it’s not exactly 
sound science. The truth is that the 
U.S. Forest Service is just coming to 
terms with the natural and important 
role that fire has in sustaining healthy 
ecosystems. 


The USES cites “climate change, the 
growth of communities into wildlands, 
and the buildup of flammable vegeta- 
tion” as modern problems that have 
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exacerbated wildfires all over the West, 
including California. 

“Climate change means a drier cli- 
mate, less snowpack, and more power- 
ful and intense fires,” Brune says. “And 
we need more money for fire preven- 
tion, not just money for fighting fires.” 

This education on how to properly 
manage fire needs to continue — and 
it needs funding from the federal level 
to do that. Effective stewardship of 
natural resources demands leaders 
who are open to cutting-edge science 
and willing to see the interconnect- 
edness of all species. On top of that, 
understanding fire in California while 
denying climate change is like trying to 
understand the lit match without the 
struck flint. 

Brune adds that a federal bill await- 
ing approval — the Wildfire Disaster 
Funding Act — would change how 
wildfire funding is allocated, allowing 
more money for prevention measures 
such as thinning and removing the 
fuels that lead to such strong wildfires. 
But it already faces strong Republican 
opposition, led by a president-elect 
who knows more about burning 
through millions of dollars than any 
kind of fire management policy. 


WATER 


Trump has already pledged to reduce 
funding to study sea-level rise, and 
his disinterest in understanding the 
complexity of California’s drought is 
downright scary. “We’re gonna solve 
your water problem,’ Trump told a 
group in Fresno in May, according to 
a KQED report. “We’re going to get it 
done, and we're going to get it done 
quick. That one’s an easy one. Don’t 
even think about it.” 


“The cluelessness and recklessness 
that Trump has shown so far will be 
a big threat to California’s water sup- 
ply,” Brune explains. “You can’t solve 
a problem if you don’t understand the 
problem.” 

San Franciscans need to look no 
further than the end of the San Fran- 
cisco International Airport’s runway 
for proof of climate change’s effect on 
sea-level rise: A sea wall is crumbling 
and urgently needs a $60 million fix. 

Although Brune counts Sen. Di- 


anne Feinstein as an important ally, 
the Sierra Club does not support a bill 
proposed by Feinstein — the Califor- 
nia Long-Term Provisions for Water 
Supply and Short-Term Provisions 

for Emergency Drought Relief Act — 
which would attempt to maximize the 
delivery of water through the San Joa- 
quin at the expense of native plants. 
The $600 million plan includes build- 
ing dams, too, a painful echo of the 
Hetch Hetchy project that John Muir 
unsuccessfully fought against. 

“We can't just focus on slowing 
the rate of damage,” Brune says. “We 
will have to resist the Trump adminis- 
tration’s assault on our environment 
while reminding the public that strong 
environmental protection means bet- 
ter welfare for a larger section of the 
public.” 


EARTH 


No matter how cool The Donald looks 
with a hard hat on his orange head 
and a pretend shovel in his small fists, 
the dollars don’t lie: Green energy 
has a brighter future than coal does, 
and sharp business minds — not just 
science eggheads — have recognized 
that fact. 


“More than 50 coal companies 
have gone bankrupt in the U.S. alone,” 
Brune notes. “In the last 30 years, 
clean energy has become cheaper than 
fossil fuels. Clean energy just makes 
economic sense.” 

Myron Ebell, the director of the 
libertarian Competitive Enterprise 
Institute who was tapped to lead 
Trump’s EPA transition team, is taking 
aim at all of President Barack Obama’s 
climate-change policies over the last 
eight years, including the Clean Power 
Plan, which would close more coal 
plants in favor of clean energy. (Brune 
describes Ebell in direct terms in a 
mass email to Sierra Club members: 
“He’s one of the single greatest threats 
our planet has ever faced.”) 

Although coal mining may not be 
an immediate threat to California, hy- 
draulic fracturing, or fracking — using 
pressurized liquid to crack open rocks 
and extract oil or gas — is already 
happening in the state, and Trump is 
intent on increasing it. 
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“The Sierra Club will support Mon- 
terrey in its decision to ban fracking,” 
Brune declares. “Where fracking is 
taking place in California, we will force 
polluters to take responsibility for any 
environmental damage.” 


AIR 


Most believe that President Richard 
Nixon created the EPA in 1970 due to 
political pressure — and many believe 
Trump will try to make good on his 
own political promise to dismantle the 
agency. 

Getting rid of the EPA may become 
as practically and politically feasible, 
as, say, building an enormous wall 
between two countries or throwing po- 
litical enemies in jail 4 la the KGB. But 
Brune believes Trump can make the 
agency impotent by naming as its head 
a climate-change denier who would 
undermine, and refuse to enforce the 
safeguards that have improved air 
quality over several generations. 

“The next president will have a lot 
of power to delay, weaken, or rewrite 
many environmental protections,” 
Brune says. “But that power is not ab- 
solute, and not one person went to the 
polls thinking, ‘I want more air pollu- 
tion!’ or ‘I want contaminated drinking 
water!’ Not only did Trump lose the 
popular vote, he did not receive a man- 
date to undermine the environmental 
legacy of our country.” 

Early indications of Trump’s plans 
have not been encouraging. Bob 
Walker, Trump’s space policy adviser, 
told The Guardian in mid-November 
that he wants NASA to focus more on 
space exploration than “earth-centric 
science.” The only problem with that 
simple idea is that NASA's $2 billion 
satellite system has been studying the 
Earth closely and producing tangible 
evidence of climate change. 

Everything is “hitched to every- 
thing else in the universe.” Come 
the New Year, we will discover if the 
president is willing to spend the time, 
energy, and money to understand and 
appreciate Muir’s philosophy — or 
whether he will pick it apart, hitch by 
hitch, tweet by tweet.

S.F Native Overcomes Scoliosis 
To Become a Reality-TV Model

When supermodel Tyra Banks 


hosted the first season of America’s Next 
Top Model in 2003, she likely never imag- 
ined that 13 years later, aspiring models 
would still be clamoring for a chance to 
compete on the series. After 22 seasons, 
the show was canceled by The CW in De- 
cember 2015. Then news broke that VH1 
had agreed to bring it back — this time 
with a new host. 

Slated to premiere on Dec. 12, the 
new season of ANTM is back with all 
the catwalks, backstabbing, and “smiz- 
ing” — smiling with your eyes — that 
you could ever hope for. This time 
around, British singer-actress Rita 
Ora will serve as host to 14 new con- 
testants, including a pair of identical 
twins. Model Courtney Nelson, 25, 
will also be competing, representing 
her hometown of San Francisco and 
bringing greater awareness to those 
who suffer from scoliosis, an abnormal 
curvature of the spine.

At 16, Nelson underwent spinal 
surgery to correct a curvature of her 
spine due to scoliosis. The resulting 
scar left Nelson unsure whether she 
could successfully pursue her dreams 
of modeling. But now, as she awaits 
her reality television debut, she is 
more passionate than ever about her 
future and what she wants to accom- 
plish. Before anything else though, 
she’s preparing for the surreal experi- 
ence of seeing herself on a show that 
she grew up watching. 

Speaking by phone from Los An- 
geles, Nelson shared her experiences 
filming America’s Next Top Model, what 
inspired her to start a nonprofit, and 
her thoughts on what it means to be 
a model. 


SF Weekly: Were you a big fan of Amer- 
ica’s Next Top Model growing up? 


Courtney Nelson: I was a very big fan 
of it when I was younger. My friends and 
[used to watch it in high school, and I al- 


ways wanted to be on it, but I never actu- 
ally thought it would ever happen. 


SF W: What made you think you 
couldn’t be on the show? 


CN: Well, I’ve always wanted to model, 
but I never thought it would be possible 
because I had scoliosis. I had surgery for 
it when I was 16. 


SF W: Wow. Was the surgery something 
that you knew youd have to have at 
some point? 


CN: Yeah. It was for both cosmetic and 
medical reasons. The curvature was 
pressing my ribcage into my lungs and 
causing breathing problems. To prevent 
the curve from getting any worse, they 
did the surgery at Shriners [Hospitals for 
Children in Sacramento]. It stunted my 
growth and everything. Obviously, hav- 
ing spine surgery, you have a huge scar, 
so I didn’t actually think that I would be 
able to model with that on my back. 


SFW: It seems like in the years since 
America’s Next Top Model first aired, our 
culture has become more welcoming of a 
wider definition of what a model can be. 


CN: Yes, definitely. I think that the mod- 
eling industry is opening its eyes now to 
different forms of beauty. Scars are beau- 
tiful. Scars are not a flaw. It’s just like be- 
ing plus-size or having a skin condition 
like vitiligo — it’s nothing to be ashamed 
of. 


SF W: Do you see your involvement with 
America’s Next Top Model as a chance to 
bring publicity to your experience with 
scoliosis? 


CN: Since filming, I’ve created my own 
nonprofit to help fund kids who can't af- 
ford to have scoliosis surgery, to help 
their families pay for it. It’s something 
that I’ve wanted to do for a while. I do 
want to use the show as a platform to 
help me get traction to bringing atten- 
tion to scoliosis. Having scoliosis is a 
very big deal. It is a disease, andI don’t 
think a lot of people understand that, 
and they don’t understand the toll that it 
takes on people. My nonprofit, Beneath 
the Beautiful, is going to give grants to 
help kids who are from low-income fami- 
lies fund their surgeries. I was lucky 


enough that mine was free — it was 
funded through Shriners — but not ev- 
eryone gets that opportunity. It’s a big 
thing for me to be able to say that having 
scoliosis doesn’t have to be a disability 
and to hopefully inspire others and show 
them that you can have scoliosis and still 
be able to achieve what you want to 
achieve. 


SF W: VH1 is advertising the “diverse” 
nature of the cast for this cycle of ANTM. 
Did you find the women you competed 
with to bea diverse group? 


CN: I think they did a very good job at 
grabbing people that fit all different 
types of categories, all those different lit- 
tle boxes. Everyone fits into her own 
box, and none of us are alike. At the same 
time, we're all very similar. 


SF W: Were you surprised to learn that 
Tyra Banks wouldn't be the host for this 
new season? Did you know that Rita Ora 
was going to be the host at the time you 
auditioned? 


CN: I had heard rumors about a differ- 
ent host, but no, I didn’t know it was go- 
ing to be Rita Ora. I knew about Ritaasa 
musician. I'd heard her music before. | 
didn’t know that Rita was going to take 
Tyra's place. 


SF W: That must be scary to have to take 
Tyra's place. 


CN: Oh, I’m sure. Tyra Banks has been a 
role model in the modeling industry for 
years and years and years. She’s broken a 
lot of barriers. Those are big high heels 
to fill! 


SF W: Before you filmed America’s Next 
Top Model, had you had much experience 
being on television? 


CN: Being a model, I’ve done TV com- 
mercials, and I’ve been on set and things 
like that, but I’ve never done something 
like this. I've never worked on a televi- 
sion show, and especially not a show that 
is so well-known and that so many peo- 
ple watch. 


SF W: I know you can’t discuss exactly 
when you filmed your season, but even 
though it hasn’t aired yet, does it already 
feel like a million years ago? Do you feel 
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different or changed having gone 
through the competition? 


CN: It was a lot different than what I 
thought it would be. I don’t think I ex- 
pected myself to grow as much as I did 
from doing the show. I grewa lot asa 
person from doing the show, and I didn’t 
expect that. It’s like when you're doing it, 
you're doing all these things, and it 
seems like it’s taking forever. Every little 
situation and every day just seems like a 
year. And then when it’s done, you're 
like, ‘Oh my God, it’s done.’ It was actu- 
ally very emotional for me. That was my 
life for months, and then I have to go 
back to being normal. 


SF W: Normal for now, but I’m sure be- 
ing on this show opens its fair share of 
doors, career-wise, right? I guess you 
might be in a holding pattern for now 
though until the season finishes airing. 


CN: Exactly. I think it’s more just a relief 
that people don’t think I’m dead. I kind 
of went off the map there for a little bit, 
and I hada couple of people who were 
concerned about my existence, so being 
able to say that this is what I was doing is 
a relief in the sense that people aren't 
worried anymore. It’s about to air, and 
I’m excited to see what’s going to come 
from it, just everything that’s going to 
happen from being involved with sucha 
prestigious show. 


SF W: Are you at all worried about the 
internet’s insatiable appetite for being 
very cruel to people who appear on tele- 
vision? Is that something you've pre- 
pared for? 


CN: I know, right? I think mentally ’'m 
prepared for it, because I’m a strong per- 
son, but I’m also a very sensitive person, 
as you will see on the show. I’m very sen- 
sitive.

Pet Owners Find 
CBD Treats Can 
Help Furry Friends 


Cannabis is going to the dogs, 
or in Liz Hughston’s case, three partic- 
ular dogs. 

A registered emergency veterinary 
technician working in San Jose, Hugh- 
ston says she first became aware of 
cannabidiol (CBD) being used to treat 
canines while researching ways to help 
Augie, her smallest pup, cope with a 
fear of fireworks. 

“The first Fourth of July after we 
got him, he was about a year old, he 
had a major meltdown freakout,” 
Hughston recalls. “The following year, 
we used the traditional drugs — sed- 
atives and anti-anxiety medications 
— you get from your veterinarian, but 
it didn’t help him. He just ran around 
like a drunk little jerk at a bar.” 

Then Hughston discovered Treat- 
ibles, a CBD-infused brand of dog 
biscuits. When the Fourth of July 
came around again, she tried them on 
her spooked pooch. She found that 
Augie not only got his appetite back 
after refusing to eat during previous 
episodes, but he was happy to curl up 


next to Hughston and her husband on 


the couch while the fireworks raged on. 


Quickly, Hughston saw the bene- 
fits that a CBD-infused treat for pets 
might have for her other dogs. The 
products seemed to help her oldest, 

a 15-year-old Rhodesian ridgeback/ 
boxer mix, cope better with the aches 
and pains of old age, while Treatibles 
helped her middle dog with anxiety 
issues. As many uses as there were for 
CBD in the human world, Hughston 
saw an almost equally wide array of 
possibilities on the animal front. 

“The more I learned about it, the 
more I got into the science behind it, 
and so I started pitching a talk to vet- 
erinary conferences on using cannabis 
in our pets,” she says. 

Hughston recently presented her 
findings on CBD and its use in treating 
canines at the DoveLewis Annual Con- 
ference for Veterinary 
Professionals in Port- 
land, Oregon. She says 
that while veterinary 
professionals expressed 
interest during her 
presentations, the key 
obstacles in making 
CBD more publicly ac- 
cepted as a medicine for 
pets are the restrictions 
currently in place with 
veterinary regulatory 





boards. 

“We can’t prescribe cannabis for 
pets, and we can’t even recommend 
it in California,” she explains. “What 
that means is that clients have to bring 
it up with their veterinarians. They 
have to tell the veterinarian they're 
interested.” 

Hughston believes that when more 
people understand that products like 
Treatibles, which are derived from 
hemp and contain no THC, are at no 
risk of harming their furry compan- 
ions, they will quickly embrace what a 
major difference CBD can make in the 
quality of a pet's life. 

Todd Davis, the CEO of Endexx, 
shares her view. His company, through 
its CBD Unlimited division, is the 
maker of Phyto-Bytes, a CBD-infused 
soft chewable for dogs. Built around a 
proprietary formula, which properly 
suspends the CBD in peanut butter oil 
and has a targeted delivery of 2 mg of 
CBD per treat, Phyto-Bytes are anoth- 
er player in the exploding 
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market for CBD-infused pet products. 

Davis is thrilled with the feedback 
he’s received so far. 

“We're hearing from the customers 
that their dogs have stopped having 
diarrhea after two years of chronic di- 
arrhea, that their dogs with congenital 
heart failure are breathing and resting 
better, that their dogs aren't being 
bothered by arthritis as much,” he 
remarks. “These are the really simple 
things that only pet owners see and 
understand, but from a quality-of-life 
standpoint, that’s what we were trying 
to do.” 

It was only a year ago that Davis 
was getting “major pushback” from 
veterinarians he spoke with. He says 
the stigma surrounding cannabis left 
many in the veterinary profession un- 
willing to risk the potential backlash 
of supporting a product infused with 
CBD. For now, Phyto-Bytes is targeting 
those who already utilize plants and 
nutrients as part of their practice. Asa 
hemp-based product, it’s 
perfectly legal for indi- 
viduals in all 50 states to 
order the product online, 
although Davis is hopeful 
that one day CBD-in- 

fused pet products can 
be as commonplace as 
their pharmaceutical 
counterparts. 

The key, he feels, is in 
education. 

“Eighteen months 
ago, the learning curve 
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was very, very steep, he says. “It’s not 
as steep as it was. There are people now 
asking about it. They want to know, 
and they’re hearing about it. There is a 
lot of organic education going on right 
now where people are actually taking 
the initiative to find out what’s going 
on. So there’s been a shift on the edu- 
cation side.” 

It’s a rapidly shifting landscape, and 
as states rush to decide how to imple- 
ment newly enacted laws, it may be the 
case that, at least in the short term, 
the pet side of the cannabis movement 
may not take top priority. 

“It’s like the Wild West right now,” 
Hughston adds. Cannabis “has just 
become legalized here in California. It’s 
been legal in Washington and Oregon 
for a while, and in Colorado, but the 
veterinarians have been excluded from 
prescribing rights in those states.” 

Still, with the facts adding up, and 
three happy dogs as proof, Hughston 
is ready to see CBD-infused pet treats 
be embraced by the veterinary science 
mainstream. 

“For a long time, I think that people 
in the veterinary community didn’t 
really think there was a therapeutic use 
[of cannabis| for animals,” she notes. 
“Of course, the more we discover about 
the endocannabinoid system — what 
it does and how it supports overall 
health — it’s getting harder and harder 
for the veterinary side to say there 
isn’t any benefit.” 
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Big Wave 
Season in 
Hawall

We all know Hawaii is the ideal lo- 
cale to be visiting at any time of year, 
but come winter season you could say 
it’s even more “swell” to be here. Like 
clockwork in the islands, November 
brings an influx of surfers who invade 
Oahu’s otherwise sleepy North Shore 
community. Hailing from Brazil, New 
Zealand, Europe, the land of Oz, and 
beyond, these wave worshippers flock 
to this famed enclave, each in search of 
that perfect tube ride. 

For those who live here, it’s be- 
come a common adjustment—yearly 
witnessing the critical mass that col- 
lects upon the sparkling shores—and 
making room, graciously, with aloha. 
Whether one is an avid surfer or not, 
simply being a spectator of sucha 
phenomenon is something to write 
home about—picture massive behe- 
moth waves, ridden by mere humans 
(albeit intensely adrenaline-pumped 
ones) who, in proportion, appear as 
tiny man-ants on a rolling, churning 
nautical log. 

To hear these surfers speak of the 
unique experience they find riding 
a North Shore wave, it’s almost as if

bearing witness to a sacred rite, as if 
these sun kissed, golden demigods 
have experienced a divine connection 
to the supernatural amid the crests, 
carves, and curls of Hawaii’s Pacific 
tides. 

A winter walkabout here will toss 
one into a melting pot of cultural, in- 
troducing you to new sounds, scents, 
and tactile sensations. Imagine 
hearing the sounds of nearly every 
language under the sun, converg- 
ing into one utopian dialogue—the 
subject always being that of waves: 
Aussie’s attached to “leggys” (surf 
leashes), paddling way out to brave the 
“Bommies” (waves that break over a 
shallow reef, located way beyond the 
normal lineup), to native Hawaiians 
trying to avoid the gnarly “Kooks” 
and “Barneys” (that would be all of us 
non-surfer novices), or especially “the 
men in grey suits” (sharks!), and so on 
... pretty sure you're catching the drift, 
or swell, yes? 

Smell the scents of this special 
season wafting your way with the 
island breeze: Banana boat bronzer, 
sprayed just to your side, its recipient 
a brilliantly tan bikini-clad surfer girl 
readying for the beach; pikake scents 
sashaying alongside delicately woven 
lei, swinging from the necks of newly 
arrived tourists, as if attached to hula 
dancer hips; the yeasty, earthen nos- 
tril-tickle of an ice cold beer, a long-an- 
ticipated reward after a hot Hawaii day. 

After a long beach session, you'll 
be famished and more than ready to 
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hit the main street of Haleiwa, dotted 
with cute niche boutiques, locally 
owned coffee shops, and cafes filled 
with hungry wave hunters and other 
island visitors such as yourself. If 

you prefer, there are a myriad of food 
trucks flanking the famed Kamehame- 
ha Highway. 

For the serious competitive surf- 
ers—and those equally enthusiastic 
spectators—the world famous Vans 
Triple Crown of Surfing is the real rea- 


son they’ve made the yearly pilgrimage 
to this Hawaiian paradise. Lasting 

six weeks in total, this scintillating 
string of surf events is held every year 
and takes place over a series of three 
official competitions amid the rough 
and tumble waves of Haleiwa (the 
Hawaiian Pro), Sunset Beach (Sunset 
Cup), and Ehukai Beach Park—also 
nicknamed “Pipeline” —(Billabong Pipe 
Masters). For those competing, this 
elite competition is what separates

tanding in a long line for an otherwise 
commonly available food is a cherished pastime 
in San Francisco, so I find myself on the corner of 
18th and Valencia streets on a Saturday after- 
noon, phone in one hand, dog leash in the other, 
doing just that. In this case, it’s not ice cream ora 
day-old bagel flown in from New York, but an or- 
dinary hamburger — a slider, technically. In front 
of me and behind me are the usual panoply of Mission types: 
dedicated foodies eating their way across the universe, androg- 
ynous hipsters, techies in Patagonia jackets, skaters lured by 
the promise of anything free, curious onlookers who saw a line 
and couldn't resist joining it. 

Apart from being complimentary, this burger is also 
vegan. But unlike the typical crumbly frankenpatty made 
with wood pulp, disodium inosinate, and pressed lentil 
sweepings, this is the Impossible Burger, whose tagline is 
the “vegan burger that bleeds.” It’s a little sensational, and 
maybe a little goth, but by the time it’s my turn to reach 
up into the truck to get one, I have to admit that it’s eerily 
meat-like in flavor and texture — certainly superior to any 
of the sad beef surrogates I’ve consumed over the years. 
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The Impossible Burger is the 
brainchild of Impossible Foods, a five- 
year-old Peninsula company that’s 
looking to revolutionize the industrial 
food system by replicating the senso- 
ry experience of meat consumption 
with plant-based alternatives that use 
considerably fewer resources. In the 
case of the Impossible Burger, released 
this July, it’s 95 percent more efficient 
than beef in terms of land use, uses 75 
percent less water, and generates 85 to 
87 percent fewer greenhouse-gas emis- 
sions. And it’s delicious. 

The current iteration of the Impos- 
sible Burger arguably passes the meat 
equivalent of the Turing test, in which 
beings classified as Homo sapiens 
determine whether an artificial intel- 
ligence is human or not. Its catalyst 
is heme, a basic component of life 
that’s found in nearly all living things. 
By adding it to water and the right 
proportions of a few other common 
materials, like potato protein, wheat 
protein, coconut oil, and xanthan gum, 
you can have a plant-based burger that 
sizzles when you cook it, that entices 
you with its aroma, that can easily 
pass muster with a meat-eater who 
doesn’t already know the difference. 

You can have a burger without the 
cow. 


‘MEAT WITHOUT COMPROMISE’ 


“Cows are really inefficient at 
converting plant material into hu- 





man-available protein and calories,” 
says Rebekah Moses, Impossible 
Foods’ senior sustainability analyst. 
“By the time beef reaches human con- 
sumption, it’s lost 97 percent of the 
calories and protein that went into the 
cow as a feed crop.” 

“They're alive for several years,” she 
adds of this bovine wastefulness. “And 
it’s a pretty flatulent species.” 

I’m at Impossible Foods’ Redwood 
City headquarters, nondescript even 
by the standards of an exurban office 
park, for a tour and a demo. The front 
offices of the 130-person company 
look like any other, and much of the 
lab space looks more like an indus- 
trial-size commissary kitchen for a 
restaurant that specializes in molecu- 
lar gastronomy. Vacuum-sealed sacks 
marked “dried spinach protein” line 
one set of shelves — they could have 
been shipped by a scientific-provisions 
firm, or possibly delivered on a truck 
from Sysco. Impossible Foods’ confer- 
ence rooms have names of ordinary 
foods. We’re sitting in Avocado, where 
Moses notes that the beef industry is 
globalized, with feed from Latin Amer- 
ica feeding herds in California — and 
of course, the methane in their farts 
doesn’t respect geopolitical borders. 
In fact, she says, animal agriculture 
matches the entire global transpor- 
tation industry in terms of overall 
emissions and uses 30 percent of the 
world’s ice-free land. You can sense 
her measured caution, her reluctance 
to ring alarms — but also her »? P16

Some of the Impossible

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awareness, which all scientists share, 
that the situation on planet Earth is 
quite urgent. 

“Beef is the No. 1 driver,” she 
says. “An order of magnitude more 
resource-intensive than other ani- 
mal-based protein. But there’s no rea- 
son people in future generations can’t 
have the same experience of eating 
beef.” 

Celeste Holz-Schietinger, Impossi- 
ble Foods’ principal scientist, holds a 
Ph.D. in biochemistry and has caught 
alligators. She’s also eaten an Impos- 
sible Burger almost daily for the past 
several years. (Pure research, one 
supposes.) By looking at meat from 
the molecular level, she and her team 
came to understand what causes its 
array of flavor compounds to emerge 
in exactly the ways that trigger a 
human appetite. They produced a plat- 
form that replicates meat’s sensory 
elements: tastiness, caramelization, 
juiciness, and what she calls its “tran- 
sitions,’ the processes by which cook- 
ing transforms raw meat’s red color, 
slightly metallic-bloody taste, and soft, 
malleable texture to a brown, meaty, 
chewy, juicy burger. The guiding prin- 
ciple is “meat without compromise,” 
meaning that the three principles of 
nutrition, taste, and sustainability are 
equally important. 

Ground beef was chosen as Impos- Browning on 
sible Foods’ first project because it’s so the skillet like 
inefficient, but also because it’s central ordinary meat 
to American culture, Holz-Schietinger 
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says. And because cows are, effectively, 
made out of the chemicals from the 
plants they ingest, it didn’t require 
looking beyond nature to source the 
Impossible Burger’s components 

— hence, heme, which Impossible 
Foods derives from yeast through a 
process of fermentation. (We get to 
taste some. It’s as red as blood, but 
not nearly as viscous, and less metal- 
lic-tasting. I wouldn't call it delicious, 
but it’s definitely not gross.) 

Like cheesemakers and brewers, 
who also use fermentation, the tech- 
nicians continue to refine their work. 
Their current results contain the same 
nutritional content as beef — minus 
its main drawbacks. 

“There are key things about a 
cow that aren’t the best for you,” 
Holz-Schietinger says. “Cholesterol, 
antibiotics, the fact that it’s been 
through a slaughterhouse. We've re- 
moved all of that. We keep improving 
on those elements so what you taste 
today is what we have to show you 
today. In the lab, we have better pro- 
totypes.” 

Those prototypes extend to fish, 
chicken, eggs, and other products. 
Because heme catalyzes flavor com- 
pounds to whet the human appetite, 
Impossible doesn’t have to go back to 
the drawing board every time it tackles 
a new food. And although it’s vegan, 
Holz-Schietinger is adamant that this 
is beef. 

“We call it beef, because why define 
beef by what it comes from versus the 


sensory experience?” she says. 

I see her point, but the tension is 
also clear. Asking a devout vegan to 
consume something that’s becoming 
increasingly indistinguishable from 
beef might be a harder sell than 
talking Joe Six-Pack into ditching the 
Whopper. Doesn't Impossible Foods’ 
method risk alienating everyone? 

It turns out that Holz-Schietinger 
isn’t particularly interested in wooing 
vegans. After all, if they’re already 
eschewing industrialized animal-agri- 
culture in their diets, then the planet 
gains nothing by winning them over. 

“We're trying to do a mission,” 
she says. “We're not just here to be 
a business. So with that, we need 
to convince the meat-eaters. Maybe 
they’re harder to get, but if we have a 
vegetarian who brings along a friend, 
and they try the burger, the conver- 
sation begins. The more people hear 
about it and say, ‘Wow, this tastes like 
something I want to eat,’ then it’s ‘Do 
I want to eat something that’s hurting 
the environment, or something that 
is conscious but also meeting all the 
other things I want out of food?’ That’s 
my job, to make it as tasty as possible. 
If that’s not right, we’re not going to 
convince everybody.” 

Having worked on stem cells in 
her doctoral research, she dismisses 
research into cultured meat, the so- 
called “test-tube” burger that cost 
$330,000 in 2013. That figure, in all 
fairness, has come down enormously 
since then, but Holz-Schiet- ») p18

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inger doesn’t see it as a way forward 
with the technology we have now, in 
terms of cost and safety. 

“Let’s look to nature and use what 
we have as foods now,’ she says. “Each 
of those key elements are in plants. 
We're not making lab meat.” 

The way she presents all this infor- 
mation makes Impossible Foods’ en- 
deavor look so effortlessly logical that 
I have to ask: If it’s so easy, then what 
took so damn long? 

“The hard part is really figuring out 
what key elements are necessary. In re- 
ality, our earlier prototypes were much 
more complicated,” she says. “We 
didn’t know what were those key as- 
pects or key transitions necessary. The 
more we learn, the more we simplify 
and say, ‘We need this ingredient and 
it needs to be processed in a certain 
way. This is how we need the wheat 
protein to be to get that texture.’ Iden- 
tifying which of the nutrients that go 
in here is actually a lot of work. That's 
how a biochemist likes to work: Take a 
very complex thing and look at what’s 
important, and it becomes a very sim- 
ple problem.” 


TRUBLOOD 


The Impossible Foods tour contin- 
ues through the two laboratories, in 
separate buildings, where I struggle 
with my beard-net. We’re shown petri 
dishes of yeast, red-colored because 
they’ve been engineered to produce 
the maximum amount of heme. At 
one point, a cheerful scientist holding 
a vial of heme gestures too forcefully 
as she explains the extraction process, 
and a few drops land on the floor. 
They're crimson, almost indistinguish- 
able from blood. In the context of a 
lab, it looks like a biohazard — but 
they’re as harmless as a bit of spilled 
coffee, and the demo continues un- 
abated. 

Chris Davis, Impossible Foods’ 
research and development director, 
observes that it’s been five years from 
abstract idea to physical product, and 
only time will tell how much better 
things get five years from now. 

“When the iPhone came out, 
you thought that was perfect,” 

Davis says. “Now, you couldn't 
sell an iPhone. That’s what we’re 
doing in this room, how to make 
the iPhone 7: something more 
delicious, more nutritious than 
anything that came before.” 

And just like Apple simultaneously 
developing the Apple Watch, Impos- 
sible Foods has many other products 
it’s deemed viable — in terms of the 
human palate, that is — but right now 
the main hurdle is scale. Going from 
current production levels to being na- 
tionally distributed is an obstacle that 
the company is currently working on. 

(Other difficulties, Davis notes, 
are more easily surmounted. Even if 
it meant his co-workers had to endure 
early versions of a vegan filet mignon, 
they still clamored to join that test 
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group.) 

When we reach the pilot plant for 
large-scale heme production, process 
engineer Aaron Risenmay shows us 
the machinery — essentially giant 
blenders — used to make heme. We’re 
lucky enough that Risenmay is “in the 
middle of a processing week,” so we 
get to see purified yeast run through 
membrane dividers and the finished 
product move through tubes. He talks 
about heme in such a way that, scien- 
tific terminology notwithstanding, it 
sounds almost like an alchemist who’s 
discovered how to make qi, or the life 
force itself. 

Suddenly, I realize it’s been done 
before — in fiction. In the HBO series 
True Blood, the reason vampires “came 
out of the coffin” is because Japanese 
researchers synthesized a blood sur- 
rogate — TruBlood — that they could 
live on in lieu of drinking from human 
veins. I mention this to Risenmay, 
who demurs at the (admittedly over- 
heated) comparison. He asks if I’d had 
any heme earlier, possibly looking to 
account for my sudden exuberance. 
Yes, I tell him. 

“Cheers,” he says. “Strong stuff.” 

A distinguished biochemist at Stan- 
ford, Impossible Foods founder and 
CEO Pat Brown landed on the idea of 
heme while on sabbatical. In his own 
telling, he ripped up a patch of clo- 
ver in his backyard to get at the root 
nodules, which contain a related com- 
pound called leghemoglobin. He knew 
that the global market for foods made 
from animals “is well over $1 trillion, 
and I would say it’s just a matter of 
time before better technology replaces 
it,” he says. For Brown — who, coin- 
cidentally, shares a name with the vi- 
sionary governor who built the 
California State Water 
Project — it’s 
important 
for 
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him to make it accessible to as many 
people as possible. Would that include 
Five Guys, someone asks? 

“We can see ourselves in, and have 
every intention of being in, every ven- 
ue where, currently, meat is served,” 
he says.

In order to do that, though, the 
mission must become a brand. And the 
inevitable collision between market- 
ing-speak and scientific discourse, in a 
world where few adults possess much 
scientific literacy, usually wreaks hav- 
oc. We live in a culture where people 
demand antibiotics for viral infections 




















while refusing vaccines and object to 
penny-per-ounce taxes on drinks that 
cause widespread diabetes and child- 
hood obesity, where “genetic modifica- 
tion” is considered to be an ingredient, 
and also where the word “all-natural” 
is meaningless and “organic” is follow- 
ing close behind. It’s easy to be skep- 
tical of an idealistic company whose 
noble promise of saving the earth 
aligns rather closely with conquering 
worldwide market share — skeptical 
not merely over the purity of Impos- 
sible Foods’ motives, but of the way 
salvation might be greeted. 

One can imagine any number of 
scenarios for how humans will eat in 
the decades to come. But to follow 
contemporary trends yields a future of 
nutritious, delicious, sustainable food 
for the elite, while the rest make do on 
corporate swill produced with the bar- 
est governmental oversight — that 
is, if we’re not tilling the irradiated 
Earth with human femurs or some- 
thing truly apocalyptic. Will a public 
trained to be suspicious of anything 
that contains “chemicals” regard the 
Impossible Burger as elitist or pop- 
ulist? Impossible Foods would much 
prefer it be the latter. Still, it’s easy to 
envision a no-cow burger selling very 
briskly at Whole Foods or Costco. It’s 
harder to imagine it leaping off the 
shelves at FoodsCo — if that discount 
chain chooses to stock it at all. 


VEGANS VS. CARNIVORES 


Either way, the path to mass-mar- 
ket appeal has to start somewhere. 
It began with four high-profile chefs 
from a wide range of culinary back- 
grounds, of whom three are 
in California: Traci 
des Jardins, Chris 
Cosentino, and 
Tal Ronnen. 

(A fourth, 
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David Chang of New York’s Momo- 
fuku restaurant group, declined to 
comment for this article.) 

“Our mission and our business is 
designed to please many and all, but 
we have to start with a brand you 
can build to make sure those first 
experiences pay off,” says Impossible 
Foods’ COO David Lee. “The place 
where we'll end up is not at all where 
we started.” 

Here in San Francisco, the clas- 
sically trained French chef Traci des 
Jardins of Hayes Valley’s Jardiniére 
first became aware of the Impossi- 
ble Burger through a member of a 
company’s board of directors — and 
promptly eliminated the traditional 
burger from her menu. 

“We're not a big burger house,” she 
says, but we would only serve some- 
thing that’s delicious, and it met that 
criterion — and the product is fantas- 
tic and pretty friendly to work with. 
For me, it’s about having some alter- 
natives and looking at the big picture 
to be able to support the idea of plant- 
based products and products with a 
smaller environmental footprint.” 

“I love to eat meat,’ she adds. “I 
won't lie. I can’t really say I’m commit- 
ted to going toward an all-plant diet, 
but there is no question that the envi- 
ronmental impact of beef production 
is very high. And that’s something we 
should be paying attention to.” 

It’s a big enough phenomenon 
that it warrants its own section on 
Jardiniére’s menu, where it’s available 
after 7:30 p.m. in the bar and lounge. 
Des Jardins later introduced the 
Impossible Burger to whole-animal 
aficionado Chris Cosentino (who was 
at one time her employee). Known as 
a meat-eater’s meat-eater, Cosentino 
is a winner of Top Chef Masters whose 
devotion to “haute offal” is peerless. 
To keep it “clean” and avoid contami- 
nation from being cooked in proximi- 
ty to meat products during the dinner 
rush, he’s serving the Impossible 
Burger only for lunch at his SoMa 
restaurant, Cockscomb. But he’s tried 
it in various preparations. 

“T tasted it as a tartare, as a burger, 
I even made a pasta bolognese with 
it,” he says. “All the applications 
made sense. It’s transparent, too 

— you can recognize every item 
that’s in the actual meat.” 
Cosentino sells his burger 
— which comes with lettuce, 
Dijon mustard, caramelized on- 
ions, and bread-and-butter pickles, 
on a dairy-free bun — for $19, anda 
cheese-free vegan version made with 
chick pea-derived mayo Fabianaise is 
also available. 

“Not that I don’t eat burgers,” 
Cosentino says of this version, add- 
ing, “It’s not fake meat. It’s not a meat 
substitute. It’s just another option 
for somebody to have something dif- 
ferent.” 

At the plant-based Mediterranean 
restaurant Crossroads Kitchen in Los 
Angeles, chef Tal Ronnen had never 
served a burger before. 

“Most of our guests aren't vegetar- 
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ian or vegan, they’re foodies,” he says. 
“But there was never anything [plant- 
based] that would fit our clientele, and 
when I first tasted the burger, I knew 
it was something made for people who 
love food, not just vegetarians or veg- 
ans. And everyone knows eating less 
meat today is a better step for your 
health and the environment.” 

“Los Angeles is known for ham- 
burgers,’ adds Ronnen, who is vegan. 
“It’s where burgers started. So we 
wanted to create that Southern Cali- 
fornia-style fast-food burger. We did 
a simple build: lettuce, tomato, that 
special sauce you see at a lot of South- 
ern California chains. We have people 
coming back three times, four times a 
week to eat it.” 

In other words, the Impossible 
Burger managed to pull off something 
of a coup, satisfying a traditionalist, a 
vegan in the land of burgers, and a pas- 
sionate carnivore — and selling well at 
all three of their restaurants. 


THE AMERICAN DREAM 


Just as there’s a porous boundary 
between marketing and science, cultur- 
al attitudes toward beef consumption 
may be hard to rectify. Even among the 
company’s own scientists, there exists 
a tension between “this is vegan” and 
“this is beef.” As we walk from one lab 
to the next, Davis, the R&D director, 
mentions the issue of subjectivity. 
Someone might like Kobe beef, which 


'Ghost Ship' 
fire illustrates 
importance 

of safety 
regulations 


Nearly a year and a half ago, the Bay Area 
was rocked by the senseless deaths of six 
young people who died in the collapse of 


an apartment balcony in Berkeley. Last Fri- 


day night, we experienced another trag- 
edy affecting young people, though with a 
far greater loss of life. 

My heart, and those of the entire Bay 
Area, go out to the families and friends 
whose loved ones died in the horrific Oak- 
land warehouse fire. 

The recovery and identification of the 
remains of those who perished Is the ini- 
tial focus of the City of Oakland and local 
law enforcement and fire departments. 
With the completion of the recovery pro- 
cess, these public agencies, along with 
state and federal agencies, will turn their 
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is soft and mushy, he says, while other 
people love McDonald’s, which is more 
fibrous.

Although not everyone there re- 
veres cattle, isn’t “perfect burger for 
India” almost a contradiction in terms? 

“We need nutrient-dense, highly 
delicious food for India,” Davis says. 
“This is vegan, so it probably won't 
taste like cow. We have a choice of what 
it tastes like.” 

But this might all be a luxury. Tak- 
ing the macro view, Earth looks, well, 
rather doomed. We’re blowing past 
what only a decade ago seemed to be 
the high end of climate-change models 
for melting Arctic ice and sea-level 
rises, and every year seems like the 
hottest year on record. It’s now con- 
sidered within the realm of possibility 
that climate change might not only be 
irreversible, but locked into a series of 
feedback loops that turns Earth into 
another Venus. The planet will house 
nearly 10 billion humans by midcentu- 
ry, and while we have enough trouble 
feeding 7.4 billion people now, those 
people have every right to demand 
not merely survival but abundance, of 
the kind that most Americans take for 


attention to how the tragedy occurred. In 
addition, the Alameda County District At- 
torney’s Office has activated its criminal 
investigation teams. They will examine 
whether criminal charges should be 
brought following the determination of 
the cause of the fire. 

| have been asked questions by several 
persons concerning the Oakland ware- 
house fire, including whom could be held 
legally responsible. At this point, | do not 
wish to comment publicly on whom may 
be at fault. It remains a time of deep sor- 
row and grieving. 

Instead, | wish to convey to young peo- 
ple to use high caution in attending shows 
or parties open to the public at ware- 
houses and other commercial properties, 
and not nightclubs, concert halls or the- 
aters. You literally may be walking into a 
death trap, should a fire break out. 

Promoters of events at warehouses 
routinely fail to obtain permits which 
serve the vital purpose of ensuring the 
Safety of patrons. These event spaces of- 
ten cannot safely accommodate the num- 
ber of attendees and lack adequate 
security. 

The "Ghost Ship," the name of the 
building where the tragedy occurred, was 
a two-story warehouse. It contained per- 
sonalized, hand-built spaces tailored for 
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granted. Achieving Impossible Foods’ 
goal of revolutionizing food will require 
concurrent revolutions in the power 
grid and in transportation networks, 
and a restoration of the beef-tainted 
global ecosystem to undo all the damage 
before it undoes us. 

It’s not fair to ask all this of any one 
company, of course. But even if we do 
get there, it'll hardly be an uninter- 
rupted, linear model of the future. The 
requisite changes must be massive, and 
prompt. Starting with food — the most 
visible part of it all — makes sense. 

A thought experiment: Imagine teenag- 
ers listening to music while driving to 
get a cheeseburger. It’s easy because it’s 
practically America in microcosm, and 
it’s the image of carefree affluence that 
the U.S. has exported to the world for 
almost 75 years. Instead of AM radio, 
though, it’s Spotify. Instead of a Cama- 
ro, they’re riding in an autonomous car. 
And instead of a Double-Double, the 
burger is derived from plants. This scene 
still isn’t hard to visualize — although 
it feels like it belongs to a marketing 
pamphlet for a future that might be 
available only to the few. But the sur- 
vival of our species may be predicated 
on it seamlessly becoming the new 
American Dream, and the whole world 
adopting it in a hurry.

housed 50 persons. The first floor of the 
warehouse was an artists! collective made 
up of divided work space, filled end-to-end 
with furniture, artwork, musical instru- 
ments, wooden lofts, rugs and tapestries.

The Ghost Ship and nearby properties 
along International Boulevard in the Fruit- 
vale District are zoned as Community 
Commercial 2 property under Oakland's 
zoning code. Absent obtaining a permit 
from City Hall, warehouses in Oakland may 
not house permanent residents nor host 
large-scale parties, shows and other recre- 
ational events and assemblies. This re- 
striction is true for warehouses in most 
Bay Area cities. 

The Ghost Ship had permits for use 
solely as a warehouse, not as a living or 
entertainment space. It lacked sprinklers 
and fire alarms. There were only two exits, 
neither of which was clearly marked. Such 
markings were critical to the safety of visi- 
tors as the crowded and cluttered first 
floor has been described as a "labyrinth" 
by fire officials. The only way in and out of 
the second-floor event space was a nar- 
row, makeshift staircase that itself was a 
fire hazard. The staircase was made out of 
stacked wooden pallets. 
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Oakland law enforcement officials 
display images from the scene of 
the Dec. 5 “Ghost Ship” warehouse” 
fire, which claimed the lives of 36 
people and has left nearly 50 others 


unaccounted for.

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CULTURE SHOCK IN OUTER SPACE

It all started at a Star Trek 
convention in September. Presidential 
polls were tightening, and the Trumpoc- 
alypse was approaching like a planet-eat- 
ing Doomsday Machine. So Armin 
Shimerman — the actor who played 
Quark, the conniving Ferengi barkeep, 
through seven seasons of Star Trek: Deep 
Space Nine — decided to organize his fel- 
low Starfleet alums to avert electoral ca- 
tastrophe. 

It was there, at Star Trek: Mission 
New York, that “Trek Against Trump” 
was born. More than 80 cast and crew 
members from five different Trek TV 
shows, the new and original film fran- 
chises, and even the animated series 
signed a statement urging Trekkers to 
vote for Hillary Clinton over Donald 
Trump in November. 

“We cannot turn our backs on 
what is happening in the upcoming 
election,” the statement reads. “Never 
has there been a presidential candidate 
who stands in such complete opposi- 
tion to the ideals of the Star Trek uni- 
verse as Donald Trump. His election 
would take this country backward, 
perhaps disastrously.” 

But now it’s December, and that 
Denebian orange slime-devil actually 
went and won the election. So where 
does Trek Against Trump go from 
here? 

“It doesn’t,” Shimerman says during 
a recent interview. 

“Tm not saying it’s dead in the wa- 
ter,” he adds, “but it was not meant to 
go much further than what it did.” 

While Shimerman has been going 
through the post-election stages of 
grief like most of us in the Bay Area, 
he will be closing out the year with a 
final Star Trek “50 Year Mission” con- 
vention at the SFO Hyatt Regency in 
Burlingame on Dec. 9-11. 

“Most people see conventions in the 
wrong light,” Shimerman explains. “It’s 
not an escapist celebration, but rather, 
it’s more of a think tank.” 

“It’s really about people getting 
together to talk about different ideas,” 
he says. “Yes, there is a celebration of a 
TV show. But more importantly, it’s a 
celebration of the ideas and thoughts 
and philosophies that Trek has promul- 
gated over the last 50 years.” 

Those Star Trek “thoughts and 
philosophies” bend toward equality for 
all races and genders. With its debut 
on NBC in 1966, Star Trek’s vision of 
the future depicted a multiracial crew 
that was groundbreaking at the time. 
Japanese-American (and later LGBTQ) 
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Star Trek Las Vegas, 2010 


icon George Takei and the pioneering 
African-American actor Nichelle Nich- 
ols were both front-and-center on the 
bridge of the USS Starship Enterprise. 
Dr. Martin Luther King and a young 
Barack Obama were among the show’s 
earliest fans — as was Whoopi Gold- 
berg, who later played mysterious bar- 
tender Guinan on Star Trek: The Next 
Generation. 

Subsequent Trek spinoffs in the 
1980s and 1990s continued on the 
original series’ egalitarian course. Deep 
Space Nine (1993-1999) had an Afri- 
can-American captain (Avery Brooks), 
and Star Trek: Voyager (1995-2001) put 
Captain Kathryn Janeway (Kate Mul- 
grew) in charge of a starship at a time 
when women were still prevented from 
serving in combat positions in the U.S. 
military. The later shows also supplied 
early examples of color-blind casting, 
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with African-American actors playing 
Klingons and Vulcans, alien races that 
were portrayed by White actors in the 
original show. 

And the conventions that Trek 
has become synonymous with have 
drawn a fanbase that is as diverse as 
the shows’ casts since at least the Red 
Hour Festival, the first San Francisco 
Star Trek con held at Lincoln High 
School in 1975. Although Shimerman 
feels that the United States has taken 
a giant step away from the Star Trek 
dream of “infinite diversity in infinite 
combinations,’ he promises a Trek con 
is a safe space in a post-election Ameri- 
ca that is rejecting such things. 

“Tm sure people don’t agree all the 
time,” he says. “At the same time, no 
one is going to get angry and commit 
some sort of aggression against the 
people who are speaking.” 


Shimerman will sign autographs 
at the SFO Hyatt Regency during the 
day on Friday, Dec. 9, and appear with 
a musical act called the Star Trek Rat 
Pack later that night. 

For the Rat Pack, Shimerman will 
be joined onstage by fellow Trek co- 
horts Jeff Combs, Vaughn Armstrong, 
Casey Biggs, and Max Grodenchik. 
They will croon their way through Trek 
parody tunes written by Grodenchik, 
who played Quark’s brother Rom on 
Deep Space Nine. 

“Max is a brilliant, brilliant lyricist,” 
Shimerman enthuses. “Some of the 
lyrics are as famous as some of the 
more famous lines from our show|s] 

William Shatner, Captain Kirk 
himself, appears at the con on Sunday, 
Dec. 11. Other stars — Walter Koenig 
(Chekov, from classic Trek), Brent 
Spiner (Data), LeVar Burton (Geordi 
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Photo by Bob Calhoun 


La Forge), and John de Lancie (Q) — 
will meet their fans throughout the 
weekend. And if all that isn’t enough, 
there will also be a karaoke party on 
Saturday. 

‘Just come,’ Shimerman says, “If 
you want to wear a costume, go ahead 
and do that. But certainly that’s not 
necessary. 

Shimerman says that Star Trek 
conventions are like state fairs, and 
the actors from the shows are like 
award-winning swine at the county 
fair. 

“They come out to see the prize 
pigs,’ he says, “but it’s really a com- 
munity affair with neighbors meeting 
neighbors, having a great time.”

As a teenager blasting The Cure, 
Joy Division and Bauhaus through my 
miserable eardrums, I would not have 
found any solace in the 1963 musical She 
Loves Me. Ijust wouldn't have been able 
to detect or separate the melancholy lyr- 
ics from the buoyant music. However, 
even in this most distressing of years — 
2016, still not yet over, somehow — this 
San Francisco Playhouse production at- 
tended to and temporarily cured most of 
my depressive tendencies. 

With a confirmed vulgarian about 
to set down the laws of the land, a mu- 
sical that praises vanilla ice cream at 
its emotional epicenter unexpectedly 
charmed my socks off. These calcified 
tear ducts started welling up by the 
start of the third number. 

Susi Damilano directs the large and 
talented cast as a coherent ensemble 
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— no one seems out of place in the 
1930s setting. They achieved an un- 
forced intimacy with the audience and 
with each other. Georg Nowack, the 
male lead, is meant to be a strait-laced 
stiff. But Jeffrey Brian Adams, more 
expressive and expansive here than 
in S.F. Playhouse’s recent musical City 
of Angels, brings out the character's 
warmth and wit in each successive 
scene. You can see his shoulders 
loosening up every time he comes in 
contact with Amalia Balash (Monique 
Hafen), the girl he falls in love with. 
The book, by Joe Masteroff, who 
turns 97 this week, is a musical update 
of Pride and Prejudice — or, if you pre- 
fer, Much Ado About Nothing. As one 
character notes, Amalia and Georg are 
in love with each other: They just don’t 
know it yet. At first, they verbally spar, 
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She Loves Me in Days Gone By

tangling each other’s emotions with 
unintentional putdowns and frequent 
misunderstandings. Adams and Hafen 
have believable chemistry, but it’s 
when they sing together that the har- 
monies in their melding voices confirm 
what the audience can already hear. 
They are a matching pair. If only they’d 
let their guards down! 

Hafen, as Amalia, is a deceptively 
sunny performer. She’s playing a 
petulant girl, intensely yearning for 
love. It’s Hafen’s own knowing sense 
of humor about her character’s follies 
that makes Amalia likable, and, ulti- 
mately, endearing. She has a tricky job 
to make Amalia’s myopia appealing, 
too. We watch as Hafen creates enough 
space for the girl to mature, to have 
epiphanies through song. The audience 
believes her youth and inexperience 
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when she sings, “Will He Like Me?” 
Later, we are also thrilled when she 
realizes that Georg is in love with her. 
What one quart of vanilla ice cream 
can do for a young woman’s heart! 

But Amalia and Georg aren't the 
only ones struggling with love. Mr. 
Maraczek (Michael Gene Sullivan), 
their boss and the owner of a perfume 
shop, is in a failing marriage. It was 
Sullivan’s rendition of “Days Gone 
By” that sets the underlying tone of 
wistful nostalgia. His age and experi- 
ence informed Georg about life before 
and after a traumatic event. She Loves 
Me, though, doesn’t settle for being 
maudlin. 

As Ilona, Nanci Zoppi’s stage pres- 
ence counteracted any tendency of the 
musical’s shift toward self-pity. Her 
character, a Marilyn Monroe-like sex 
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bomb, was as equally adept at swing- 
ing her hips as she was at conveying 
strength and verve. Her songs were 
comic tours de force. Two of them — “I 
Resolve” and “A Trip to the Library” 
— were, as the man behind me whis- 
pered, home runs. Sure, when Jan. 20, 
2017, rolls around like a doom-laden 
juggernaut, I might break out “Disin- 
tegration” again, but She Loves Me is 
cheering, despite my current state of 
anhedonia, and generously so.

Alexander Payne’s film bombed 
at the box office, but acquired a cult 
following (and even an Oscar nod, for 
Best Adapted Screenplay) for the way 
it chronicles the student body presi- 
dential campaign of ambitious high 
school junior Flick, played by a fresh- 
faced, Cruel Intentions-era Wither- 
spoon. A relentless overachiever 
raised by a hypercritical 
single mother, she’s 
hell-bent on gaining 
the presidency of 
her high school 
by any means 
necessary. 

Embroiled 
in an affair 
with one of her 
teachers that 
ultimately ends 
his teaching 
career and mar- 
riage, Flick manag- x 
es to emerge untar- “Coon 
nished in the eyes of the ~“% 
student body — but not in 
the eyes of the student campaign 
adviser (Broderick) who ultimately 
rigs the election to ensure that Flick 
doesn’t win. Fueled by an irrational 
hatred that’s mixed with a bizarre lust 
for the young girl, Broderick’s charac- 
ter encourages a popular male football 
hero to run against her, and eventually 
throws the two votes that would have 
won her the presidency into the trash, 
costing her the election. 

The fraud is ultimately uncovered, 
and Broderick’s character faces exile 
to a life of educational docentry at 
the Museum of Natural History, while 
Flick goes on to Georgetown and pre- 
sumably a career in politics. Years later, 
Broderick’s character catches a glimpse 
of his nemesis getting into the limo of 
a Republican Senator in Washington, 
D.C. We hear his inner monologue 
say that he “just feels sorry for her,” 
because his life is so great these days 
and “she’s probably still waking up at 5 
a.m., working on her silly little dream.” 

As the car drives away, he hurls his 
fountain drink at the back window and 
runs away — the analog version of 
trolling — leading us to believe that, 
perhaps, he feels a little bit more hos- 
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tility than pity for her. 

When the film was initially re- 
leased, I had just finished the eighth 
grade, where I'd spent the year doing 
my best to catch my English teacher’s 
eye. He wasn’t the slightest bit creepy, 
despite my level of in-class flirtation 
and my awkward Christmas gift of a 
vintage Rolling Stones album. I rented 
the movie on my own hypercritical 
single mother’s Blockbuster account 
in the hope that it would fulfill some 
deep teacher-student fantasies that I 
was only just beginning to realize. 

I remember not having much sym- 
pathy for Flick upon first viewing, 
seeing her as Broderick’s character 
does: uppity and even a little bit evil. 
The film underscored what I was al- 
ready learning about what it means 
to be a girl with a dream in the real 
world: People — especially men — will 
resent, undermine, and attack you for 
trying to succeed. 

Now, in a world 
where rigging an 
_ election so that 
» an overqualified 
woman loses to 
an underqualified 
man is more real 
than MTV Stu- 
dios might have 
ever imagined 
in 1999, I see 
Flick’s plight 
differently. 
As voter re- 
counts in Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin, 
and Pennsylvania 
move forward, it’s 
om becoming apparent 
that Hillary Clinton has 
won the popular vote by a 
higher margin than any other pres- 
idential candidate not to take office, 
and allegations of Russian interference 
in the election results are looking as 
though they hold water. 

The contempt with which Broder- 
ick’s character undermines the dreams 
of a statutory-rape survivor reminds 
me of the vile rhetoric that Donald 
Trump’s supporters spew about Clin- 
ton. They have called her unattractive, 
a criminal, and a liar. They have dis- 
missed her long list of credentials. 

Neither woman is perfect, and Flick 
and Clinton are each more than a little 
ruthless. But in the face of lecherous 
teachers, misogynist reality stars, and 
a system that has kept women disem- 
powered for centuries, we have to be 
more than a little cutthroat to make it 
in this world. 

No matter what the recount results 
uncover, the reasons that both Flick 
and Clinton didn’t initially win their 
respective elections has less to do with 
voter fraud and more to do with the 
multitude of reasons why men cannot 
stand to see women succeed. 
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Mifune: The Last Samurai 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
There have been many films over the 
years with the phrase “the last samurai” 
in the title, and some of them would 
have us believe that characters played by 
Tom Cruise or Wes Bentley might qual- 
ify. But Steven Okazaki’s documentary 
Mifune: The Last Samurai makes a strong 
case that the last cinematic samurai was 
also the greatest: legendary Japanese ac- 
tor Toshiro Mifune. In addition to fol- 
lowing the arc of Mifune’s life and career, 
the picture also offers a crash course in 
the history of Japanese film, which has 
been full of samurai and sword-fights 
since the dawn of cinema. But Mifune 
became the most famous of onscreen sa- 
murai, thanks largely, but not entirely, to 
his collaborations with Akira Kurosawa, 
such as The Hidden Fortress and The 
Seven Samurai. For atime, Mifune and 
Godzilla were Japan's biggest movie 
stars. (His frequent co-star Yoko Tsukasa 
rightfully calls out Kurosawa and Toho 
Studios for only making movies about 
men.) A worthy addition to the director- 
and-their-muse documentary subgenre 
that includes films like Liv & Ingmar or 
Werner Herzog's My Best Fiend, Mifune: 
The Last Samurai’s one major misstep is 
Keanu Reeves’s affectless, 45-played-at- 
33-rpm narration, which makes Harri- 
son Ford's Blade Runner voiceover seem 
positively hyper. It’s OK to be enthusias- 
tic, hon. Sherilyn Connelly 


Evolution 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
As our nation slides into a waking night- 
mare, it makes sense that 2016 has been 
a good year for dream-logic films, and 
few have given so few fucks about 
whether or not your conscious mind can 
parse it than Lucile Hadzihalilovic’s Evo- 
lution. It makes Tikkun and The Neon De- 
mon seem like they're straight out of the 
Syd Field scriptwriting class, and while it 
never quite exceeds the sum of its parts 
the way those films do, Evolution’s dedi- 
cation to its tone and overall sense of 
“Wait, what?” is admirable. Nicolas (Max 
Brebant) is one of a group of young boys 
who live in a windy seaside town where 
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they’re taken care of (for want of a better 
phrase) by pale women who feed the 
boys icky green food and often perform 
ultrasounds and surgeries on them. Af- 
ter Nicolas sees what he believes to be 
the submerged body of another boy with 
a starfish on his stomach, he begins to 
question everything about his existence, 
particularly regarding the pale women 
who take care of them (again, for want of 
a better phrase). Evolution never quite 
gives up its secrets — starfish again — 
and it’s not a coincidence that the open- 
ing shots are deep underwater, since the 
picture submerges the viewer in its world 
and keeps them there. SC 


Jackie 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero

Her hands, wrapped in dove-white 
gloves, press down ona scrap of scalp 
that’s been dislodged by a bullet. The 
president's blood forms an ugly pattern 
across her pink Chanel skirt. Later, she'll 
discard the pillbox hat to wash the dark 
smears of blood from her flushed face. 
Pablo Larrain’s Jackie follows Jacqueline 





Kennedy (Natalie Portman) on and after 
Nov. 22, 1963, the day her responsibili- 
ties as first lady changed. The director 
recreates scenes from her television spe- 
cial “A Tour of the White House with 
Mrs. John F. Kennedy” along with a for- 
mal concert gala there featuring the cel- 
list Pablo Casals. As she manages her 
grief and the details of her husband’s fu- 
neral, Jackie reshapes her gift for state- 
craft into stagecraft. From her long veil 
to the procession toward St. Matthew’s 
Cathedral, she orchestrates the scene 
like a set piece from a Greek tragedy. And 
Portman works from the outside in. She 
smokes Jackie's cigarettes and sinks her 
black pumps deep inside the cemetery 
mud. Her voice summons up Jackie’s 
mindful dreaminess, and unapologeti- 
cally so. The myth of the Kennedy ad- 
ministration as Camelot endures 
because of her talent as a fantasist. One 
million people lined the route of the fu- 
neral procession mourning the absence 
of a beloved president. Instead of devolv- 
ing into a Warholian pop artifact, the 
prescient Jackie offers a raw blast of elec-

Old Stone

Hot on the heels of [Am Not Madame Bo- 
vary comes Johnny Ma’s modern, 
neo-realist Old Stone, another film that 
suggests that if you're going to live in 
mainland China, youd best not get in 
any kind of trouble. Presented for your 
consideration is Lao Shi (Chen Gang), a 
taxi driver who accidentally swerves and 
hits but does not kill motorcyclist Li Ji- 
ang (Zhang Zebin) due to Shi’s drunk- 
en-businessman passenger (Wang 
Shenglong) grabs his arm for no good 
reason. Shi's life comes crashing down 
around him as he discovers that things 
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would have been better off for everyone 
if Jian had died in the accident — in 
which case Shi would have just had to 
pay a fine and that would have been that. 
But since he took Liang to the hospital, 
Shi’s now responsible for the comatose 
Liang’s medical bills, and everyone 
thinks he’s the asshole for trying to do 
the morally right thing. Though most of 
Old Stone takes place in the bustling city 
of Guangde — the smogginess of which 
might as well be a result of Shi’s 
chain-smoking — there are occasional 
cuts to spooky, Twin Peaks-esque trees 
foreshadowing Shi’s third-act attempt to 
get his life back, and the final freeze- 
frame is the cinematic equivalent of tak- 
ing a stone right to the head. Ouch. SC

Swimming against the fast-casual tide, Union Square's Rambler is a hotel restaurant with more 
culinary personality than most. 


Cassoulet with 
garlic sausage 
and duck confit

This was the year that fast- 
casual conquered everything in sight. 
Whether that’s a function of compact 
menus, the high cost of rent in an indus- 
try with low margins to begin with, the 
tendency for sleek chains and restaurant 
groups to dominate the category, or 
whatever combination of factors, it’s just 
a fact that affordable, lunch-centric 
spots thrived in 2016 — often at the ex- 
pense of huge, ambitious projects ori- 
ented toward dinner. 

After a string of prominent clo- 
sures — Oro, Cadence, Bon Marché 
— it would be sensible to assume that 
those two types of restaurants are 
polar opposites. There’s a lot of truth 
to that. But I would argue that the real 
antithesis to the trend that’s remaking 
San Francisco’s food scene is actually 
the hotel restaurant. 

Aimed at visitors as opposed to 
locals, they tend to be expensive, 
scene-y, and often more formal than 
they need to be. Based on the interior, 
they wouldn't be out of place in Lon- 
don, L.A., or any other alpha global 
city. With prominent exceptions like 
Kin Khao, they seldom specialize in 
any one cuisine, instead mashing 
together various global influences 
and watering them down to appeal 
to a wider range of diners. In short, 
hotel restaurants are usually an at- 
titude-filled bore — and it’s almost 
always a long walk to the restroom. 

Rambler, the multi-level spot more 
or less inside Union Square’s Hotel 
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Zeppelin, is not. I wouldn't quite call it 
relaxed, but the vibe is comfortable — 
and it feels like if there were any battle 
brewing between management and 
the kitchen, the kitchen is winning. 
Not every dish is a stunner, but over 
the course of a brunch, a lunch, and 
dinner, it’s safe to say this restaurant 
doesn’t play it safe. 

Dinner is best. Start with duck and 
rabbit rillettes ($10) and make sure to 
ask for more grilled levain because this 
pot of shredded meat paste is worth 
scraping out in full. Equally fatty and 
wonderful are the cantal and potato 
croquettes ($10), a trio of fried cheese 
balls that could have been a bit gooier 
but had plenty of umami richness, as 
if they had marinated in true oyster 
sauce. 

Sunchokes ($8), always a chef favor- 
ite, come with a black garlic dip that 
the table found most compelling. Like 
slightly less substantial fried potatoes, 
they have enough versatility that you 
could do almost anything with them 
— and Rambler does good. But a plate 
of tagliatelle (with braised rabbit, 
chestnuts, and celery root, $15) was 
much too sweet and one-dimensional, 
and I had a tough time with the foie 
gras torchon ($20), too. For something 
whose name means ‘dish towel,” it’s as 
elegant as any terrine — and I was glad 
of the opportunity to have more levain 
— but pairing it with membrillo and 
another spread made from dates felt 
like gilding the lily. 

The cassoulet of garlic sausage, duck 
confit, and white beans, with bread

crumbs ($27) was the ultimate sea- 
sonal comfort food: a warming, let’s- 
hope-grandma-makes-us-some kind of 
dish. It would have been fine if it had 
been left to homogenize into a rich 
mush, but it wasn’t, and that level of 
care deserves recognition. That garlic 
sausage is as potent as a Hatch chile, 
so putting it in a strongly seasoned 
dish was a wise move, too. Regrettably, 
the cassoulet completely outshone 
the short rib ($28), a well-cooked but 
altogether mild piece 
of beef that came 
over carrots and baby 
onions with a generic, 
pesto-like sauce. 
Lunch was where 
Rambler showed its 
conservative, hotel 
colors, in that it felt 
like an OK-we'll-stay- 
open-I-guess obliga- 
tion. The menu is small and barely de- 
viates from what you'd find at a diner. 
A $17 burger was fatty and juicy, with 
a great combination of savory-sweet 
red-onion bacon jam and white ched- 
dar cheese, but the sub-supermar- 
ket-quality bun was crumbly and dry. 
That’s probably to absorb the juice, 
but it dominated the whole package. 
Although everybody craves one from 
time to time, the roasted turkey club 
on sourdough ($15) was just that — a 
roasted turkey club on sourdough. 
While brunch isn’t the most creative 
in town, Rambler’s execution was excel- 
lent all around. (In fairness, breakfast 
and lunch appear on the same “by day”

menu, but I’m trying to draw the least 
arbitrary line between them.) A smoked 
salmon and fromage blanc toast with 
pickled red onions, capers, and parsley 
salad ($16) was very good, but as I 
always gravitate toward whatever ver- 
sion of a quote-unquote “Hungry Man” 
there is, I would definitely recommend 
The Rambler (two eggs, blueberry pan- 
cakes, and crispy potatoes, plus chorizo 
or smoked bacon or pork belly, $18). Its 
constituent parts are all well-prepared, 
and it’s the best value. Elsewhere, go 
sharesies on the $5 buttermilk biscuit 
with honey butter, or get that biscuit in 
the form of a breakfast sandwich with 
scrambled eggs, bacon, spinach, and 
cheddar ($15.50). This is the kind of 
stuff that people who aren’t guests in 
the hotel would be happy to come here 
late on a Sunday morning for. 

Oddly, Rambler’s cocktail list is only 
four drinks long. Ignoring the $25 gin 
martini — um, no — I burned through 
the other three, of which the Bebida 
de Vida ($12) is best. Like a rarefied 
tequila sunrise, it’s a gorgeous presen- 
tation of Avua Cachaga, Dolin Blanc, 
Ancho Reyes, grapefruit, lemon, and 
agave. The Miyata Mule (Shinshu Mars 
Iwai whisky, yuzu, Bleinheim’s Ginger 
Ale, and Peychaud’s bitters, $11) may 
not come in a copper cup, but it’s suff- 
ciently bracing to dodge the sugariness 
that afflicts so many Mule variations. 
Hopefully, the powers that be add to 
it, because this debut cocktail menu 
— which is also 
brunch-friendlier 
than it may sound 
— shows promise. 

As it’s in the 
space that used to 
be Wolfgang Puck’s 
Postrio, Rambler 
is connected to the 
Zeppelin via a base- 
ment fun zone with 
Skee-ball and basketball hoops and 
big-screen TVs that looks like it could 
be a startup lounge or an event space 
for the demographic that puts in long 
hours at a startup. The better-lit mez- 
zanine is the sexiest level — or at least 
the most adult. Like the Hotel Zetta’s 
Cavalier but without the Anglophile 
tchotchkes, it’s a lovely first-date spot, 
good for groups of six or eight, and 
great for people who don’t want to sip 
a cocktail surrounded by sweatpants. 
Sometimes the finer things in life are 
neither fast nor casual.

Twisted Spinster

Like pornography, “New Ameri- 
can” food is a category best defined as “I 
know it when I see it.” You know there’s 
going to be charcuterie, and you know 
there’s going to be kale, and there’s al- 
most always French toast. 

But unlike the genteel smut often 
found surreptitiously hidden under a 
doily in some spinster’s house, what 
you'll find at the Spinster Sisters in 
Santa Rosa is suitable to be seen in 
broad daylight. Chef Liza Hinman’s 
four-year-old restaurant — open for 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner — is a 
paragon of the style, with a Sonoma 
County twist. A former Gourmet 
staffer who later helped open Santi 
Restaurant in Geyserville, Hinman’s 
kitchen churns out an impressive ar- 
ray of brunch dishes, here and there 
refracted through the lens of Mexican 
and Italian influence. 

Sweet or savory, there’s a lot to 
love. While they’re technically called 
“chocolate doughnut holes,” it’s al- 
most hard to find the chocolate under 
all the powdered sugar on these ba- 
bies. (This is praise.) Rich and dark, 
they’re cakey without being leaden, 
such that you won't object to finish- 
ing a plate of them as the very first 
thing you eat, as opposed to dessert. 
Dip one in blackberry sauce and you'll 
see. 

One way to measure a kitchen’s 
confidence is when a side dish has 
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Peter Lawrence Kane 
the legs to stand on its own, but it’s 
still kept right where it is. (It could 
always mean they don’t realize what 
they’ve got, I guess.) I doubt that’s 
true in the case of these Tuscan white 
beans (with garlic, heirloom tomato, 
rosemary, sage, and olive oil), which 
are elegant in their simplicity. This is 
a recipe that probably hasn’t changed 
much since the introduction of toma- 
toes to the Old World, and it’s near 
perfect. Another side, the fingerling 
potato and vegetable hash, is nearly 
as good, a plate of home fries inter- 
spersed with eggplant and delicata 
squash. 

Probably because I’ve grown used 
to sharing everything I taste and 
soliciting opinions from whomever 
I’m eating with, I seldom order soup 
these days. Not ordering the spicy 
sausage and lentil (with prosciutto, 
tomato, fennel, and olive oil) would 
have been a mistake, and I’m glad I 
didn’t err. As is the case with many 
soups, it’s not especially pretty, a 
bubbly brown bowl of rusticity, with 
gnarled lumps of sausage floating 
amid the lentils. But the flavor, delib- 
erately uncomplicated, is a wonder, 
clean and nourishing. 

If brunch isn’t complete without 
some version of a Benedict, Joe’s is 
your jam. A plate of prosciutto, red 
onion, arugula, avocado, and herb 
hollandaise over poached eggs, it’s a 
testament to competence over flash 
(although, to my knowledge, I’ve 
never had prosciutto with hollanda- 
ise, so let’s not overlook that bit of 
originality). Slightly more restrained 
is the South A Scramble (eggs, bacon, 
squash, caramelized onion, crimini 
mushrooms, and fontina) which is 
basically the Tex-Mex staple known 
as migas portioned out be- yy p4t

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tween two piles of three slices each 
of toast. 

The Spinster Sisters has a beer- 
and-wine liquor license, and while 
the wine list is long and thought- 
out, brunch demands something a 
little extra — particularly if you tied 
one on the night before. A Kimchi 
Bloody Mary will help untie even the 
thorniest knot. And if the chocolate 
doughnut holes didn’t smother your 
sweet tooth, consider closing things 
out with Gravenstein apple fritters 
with caramel budino and apple cider 
caramel; it’s not nearly as sweet as it 
sounds. 

Although Spinster Sisters is very 
close to Juilliard Park, this is not the 
most picturesque stretch of Santa 
Rosa, immediately northeast of the 
cloverleaf interchange of Highway 
101 and Highway 12, and not far 
from Sears and the rest of the archi- 
tectural mishmash that is downtown 
(most of which was destroyed in 
the 1906 earthquake). The sidewalk 
on South A Street ends abruptly, 
and Sebastopol Street dead-ends at 
the elevated highway. Because civic 
boosters turn everything into an 
acronym, it’s called SOFA, ostensibly 
for “South of A Street” — although 
there is a parade of actual sofas every 
winter. Nobody’s quite reworking the 
street grid, but this state of affairs 
might not last. There are plans to 
build a fancy, condo-looking struc- 
ture adjacent to Spinster Sisters, in 
a lot that errs on the side of weedy 
and detritus-filled — and rare is the 
good restaurant that doesn’t have 
some effect on its neighborhood. 

To break the monotony of traffic on 
trips north of the city, I usually hit 

up a mediocre yet reliable taqueria in 
Marin — but assuming I can keep the 
hangry feelings in check, Spinster Sis- 
ters presents a superior alternative. 
It'd be a shame to just drive right by.

tastings up and down the Russian Riv-

Cloverdale — is arguably best-known 
for Racer 5, an approachable, balanced 
IPA that can be found in any number 
of dives and which one can conse- 
quently drink all night without burn- 
ing out on excessive hops. 

As I’ve written many times before, 
getting a flight of something auto- 
matically enhances the experience, 
and Bear Republic does one better by 
dishing out more beer than the boards 
they come on were designed to hold. 
By nestling the glasses in between 
slots, the bartender can fit four extra 
4-ounce pours, which might make 
things hard to keep track of when 
you re sharing two of them among 
three people, but not without enjoying 
yourself on the way. 

The low-alcohol Session IPA Pace 
Car Racer, while hardly an obscurity, is 
a great counterpoint to the bolder one- 
offs. It’s light and beautifully piney, 
while the even less-bitter XP Pale Ale 
is much better than its bland menu de- 
scription would suggest. (Light, golden 
ales deserve love, too.) 

Without even going into its archive, 
Bear Republic has dozens of draft spe- 
cialties, barrel-aged beers, and other 
limited editions, any one of which 
makes a detour worthwhile. The Can- 
yonero was an A-plus, an amber rye 
ale made with three strains of experi- 
mental hops. But the best of them all 
— unsurprisingly, maybe — was the 
Old Scoutter’s Barleywine, a beautiful- 
ly balanced, super-malty treat in the

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style of a winter warmer, those heavily 
spiced, dessert-like British draughts 
meant to perk you up every which way. 
Unlike a winter warmer, though, it’s a 
stiff drink, with an ABV of 10.4. As the 
Bay Area settles into a bout of freak- 
ishly, hideously cold weather, drinking 
one of these might almost make you 
want to venture into the subarctic air 
of your own volition. 

The menu isn’t much more than 
what you might find at your local 
man-cave — there’s not one but two 
versions of fried calamari on there, 
along with the usual burgers, fries, 
wings, and nachos, plus the occasional 
cubano sandwich and a build-your- 
own-bratwurst — but as taprooms 
go, better to keep it real than chase 
the latest insufferable trend. (It’s hard 
not to read the overt normal-ness as 
a response to all the frou-frou widely 
available elsewhere in town, either.) 

For what it’s worth, the references 
combine highbrow with lowbrow. The 
Canyonero may be the parody SUV 
from The Simpsons that’s a “coun- 
try-fried truck endorsed by a clown,” 
but Old Baba Yaga is a witch from 
Russian folklore as well as an Imperial 
Stout. In myths, she lived in a hut 
made held up by chicken legs and 
threatened to eat people who angered 
her. Just stick with the bratwursts; 
they pair better.

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San Francisco-born electronic music producer Lane 8 explains why he’s banning cellphones from his live shows.

In June, DJ and electronic 
producer Lane 8 unveiled his first This 
Never Happened show in his hometown 
of San Francisco. The concept behind it 
was simple: live music without the inter- 
ference of cellphones waving in the air, 
blocking people’s views, and detracting 
from the overall energy of the show. 

On Saturday, Dec. 10, Lane 8 re- 
turns to the Bay Area for yet another 
“no cellphones allowed” performance. 
We chatted with the progressive house 
impresario about this rule, how he 
plans to ban phones, the pros and cons 
of doing so, and why he came up with 
the idea in the first place. 


SF Weekly: Why are you banning 
phones from your show? 





Lane 8: I played a long tour last year 
in support of Rise, my debut album, 
[and] what I noticed at many of the 
shows was that whenever I would play 
one of the better-known singles from 
the album, instead of kickstarting the 
energy in the audience, the response 
was pretty flat. Half the audience was 
recording on their phones instead of 
experiencing the moment! 

After that tour, my team and I were 
determined to change the atmosphere 
at our shows for the better. Banning 
cellphones felt like the logical next 
step. 


SF W: What does banning phones 
entail? Do people have to turn their 
phones in or put them in a locking 
patch, ala Yondr? 


L8: Most of the work has already been 
done by the time fans arrive at the

venue — they already know that they 
are in for a phone-free experience. We 
realized pretty early on that without 
proper communication, this concept 
would be dead in the water. We have 
spent a lot of time and effort getting 
the word out to fans about what this 
concept entails and why we think it’s 
worth trying. To make sure, we tape 
everyone's phone cameras and employ 
extra security to enforce our rules. But 
we don’t actually take anyone’s phone 
away from them. 


SF W: Tell me about your first-ever 
This Never Happened show where 
phones were not allowed. 


L8: Our first This Never Happened 
show was actually right here in San 
Francisco at the Mezzanine. I grew up 
on the Peninsula and lived for several 
years in San Francisco and always 
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dreamed of headlining a show at the 
Mezzanine, having seen so many great 
shows there as a young musician. 

And this show was incredible. All 
the fans embraced the concept, there 
was nearly zero phone use, and the 
vibe at the show was the best I'd ever 
experienced. To see a concept we had 
worked so hard on come to life and ac- 
tually exceed our expectations was one 
of the most rewarding experiences of 
my entire career. 


SF W: What are some of the benefits 
of banning phones at concerts? 


L8: There exists a somewhat mythical 
rave ideal [when you ban phones]; a 
crowd singularly in tune with the mu- 
sic, collectively giving in to the peaks 
and valleys of a set, as if they were 
members of a secret society. That kind 
of vibe is what we strive for with This 
Never Happened. If half of the crowd is 
on their phones at a show, it is literally 
impossible to create that atmosphere. 
By banning phones, we at least open 
up the possibility. 


SF W: Do you worry that fans might 
be pissed about this and not want to 
attend future This Never Happened 
shows? 


L8: I’m not particularly worried about 
that. If there are people who would 
literally stop being fans of Lane 8 be- 
cause I don’t want to have cellphones 
at my shows, so be it. I would be sur- 
prised if there are many of those peo- 
ple out there. 


SF W: Is this something you plan on 
doing indefinitely at your shows? 


L8: I think the fan response on this 
tour has proven to us that this concept 
has merit — I’ve enjoyed the shows 
much more, and from the fans whom 
we ve spoken to after shows, they’ve 
enjoyed it more as well. I don’t see why 
we can't take this concept to the next 
level and continue to create new and 
exciting experiences for people to get 
lost in. I would love to even do a This 
Never Happened festival someday!

On Friday, Dec. 2, at least 36 
people perished in a fire that occurred 
during an electronic music concert at 
Ghost Ship, an East Oakland warehouse 
where many young artists and activists 
also lived. 

President Obama called the tragedy, 
which has drawn worldwide attention, 
“one of the worst fires in the state’s 
history.” 

The Dec. 2 show was part of the 
Golden Donna 100% Silk West Coast 
Tour and featured more than half a 
dozen artists signed to the husband- 
and-wife Los Angeles record label, 
100% Silk, and it attracted a wide- 
range of attendees from a range of 
ethnicities and sexual orientations as 
well as a large swath of the local music 
scene. 

Among those who died in the fire, 
or are still missing, are the performers 
Cherushii, Obsidian Blade, and Nackt, 
as well as local artists, like Ben Runnels 
of Introflirt, Vanfantom, and Ghosts of 
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Kristin Cofer 


Lightning. 

Many of us at SF Weekly knew 
people who died in the blaze, and we 
are beyond saddened by their loss. As 
independent and D.LY. artists, some 
of them played vital roles in the Bay 
Area and beyond, and their presence 
will be sorely missed. Here’s a look at 
just a few. 


Ghost Ship Benefit with Shannon 
andthe Clams 

at 7p.m., Friday, Dec. 9, at Eli’s Mile 
High Club in Oakland. Free. 


Cash Askew 

Twenty-two-year-old Cash Askew was a 
transgender woman and the guitarist 
and backup singer for the goth-pop duo 
Them Are Us Too. For the last year, the 
band, which includes singer-songwriter 
Kennedy Ashlyn, had been touring the 
U.S. in support of their 2015 debut al- 
bum, Remain. With its droning and 
sweeping synths, the eight-track record 
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is an industrialized interpretation of 
shoegaze overlaced with a gauzy 80s 
sheen and Ashlyn’s saccharine, high- 
pitched voice. A self-described “queer 
femme,” Askew was a vocal opponent of 
misogyny, racism, homophobia, trans- 
phobia, xenophobia, and more recently, 
Donald Trump and Mike Pence. 


Chelsea Faith Dolan (Cherushii) 
Chelsea Faith Dolan was a San Francisco 
dance music producer, event promoter, 
and DJ for UC Berkeley’s KALX-FM who 
performed under the name Cherushii. 
From an early age, she began playing in- 
struments, studying classical piano in 
high school before switching her atten- 
tion to electronic music production. An 
avid music lover, the 33-year-old was 
heavily influenced by Detroit techno and 
Chicago house, and had been a fixture in 
underground Bay Area music since the 
early 2000s. When DJing, Cherushii was 
known to forgo vinyl and USB sticks for 
electronic plug-ins, like drum-sampling 
machines and looped synthesizers, to 
give her music a more organic and lively 
sound. 


Johnny Igaz (Nackt) 

Johnny Igaz was a newly hired employee 
at Green Apple Books and a well-known 
techno and acid-house DJ in Oakland. 
Since November 2014, he had released 
music under the name Nackt on Band- 
camp. On Nov. 21, he dropped his most 
recent release, Scheherazade (the City 
Freer), a transcendent three-track record 
featuring remixes of the same baritone, 
synth-punctuated ambient song with 
different tempos and beats. On the al- 
bum’s Bandcamp page, Igaz spoke can- 
didly about sometimes thinking about 
suicide and how foolish those desires 
seemed in retrospect. “I have wanted to 
kill myself a hundred times,” he wrote, 
“but somehow | am still in love with life.” 
Igaz was playing records in a booth on 
the second story of the warehouse when 
the fire broke out. 


Ben Runnels (Introflirt) 

When I first met Ben Runnels, the singer 
of Introflirt, he was seated around the 
grand piano at the Alley, an Oakland dive 
bar, cooing a mid-century jazz standard. 
For years, the musician — who sported 
green-tinged blond hair — frequented 
the Alley, waiting patiently for his turn at 
the microphone where he'd hone his 
singing chops and work to overcome his 
lifelong struggle with shyness. He called 
his band’s blend of music “croonwave” 
because of its woozy mixture of plaintive 
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vocals with dark electronic beats. Introf- 
lirt’s second album, Temporary Heaven, 
came out in August, and features eight 
tracks of disco-inspired synth-pop. 


Denalda Nicole Renae 
(Vanfantom) 

A Lincoln, Nebraska, native who studied 
textile clothing and design at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska-Lincoln, Denalda Nicole 
Renae lived in Oakland, where she made 
keyboard-heavy dream-pop under the 
name Vanfantom. She started out rap- 
ping in 2010 before switching to singing 
and production a few years later. Her 
first album, Knock or Ring, is a stripped- 
down, minimalist record with upfront 
vocals and staccato melodies. According 
to friends, Renae was also an avid cyclist 
and sushi fanatic. 


Joey Casio (Obsidian Blade) 
Self-described as “a one-man electronic 
punk band,” Joey Casio, who performed 
under the name Obsidian Blade, became 
active as a producer in the music scene in 
his native Olympia, Washington, asa 
teenager, before packing up his “tattered 
suitcase of drum machines and synthe- 
sizers’ to travel the country, playing 
basement shows and dance clubs. A 
100% Silk signee, Casio was scheduled to 
perform at Ghost Ship, and he entered 
the venue around 11:15 p.m., roughly 10 
minutes before the fire broke out, the 
East Bay Express reports. 


Micah Danemayer 

Micah Danemayer was one of the artists 
slated to perform at the Golden Donna 
100% Silk show at Ghost Ship. Dane- 
mayer, a 28-year-old from Massachu- 
setts, moved to the Bay Area in 2011, 
making music with his synthesizer and 
starting a label called Discarded, through 
which he released underground elec- 
tronic records. Plans were in the works 
for him to start a band called Red Cellar 
with his friend Devyn Fordyce, and the 
pair already had a show scheduled for 
January at the Night Light in downtown 
Oakland. 


Travis Hough 

(Ghosts of Lightning) 

The founder and frontman of the elec- 
tronic act Ghosts of Lightning, 35-year- 
old Travis Hough was a creative arts 
therapist at a school in the Bay Area. He 
released his debut EP Generations in 
April, an erratic, high-tempo, nine-track 
record filled with zippy modular synths 
and pounding drums.

Between Bone Thugs-N-Harmony and its offshoot crew, Mo Thugs, the two acts have released more than a dozen studio al- 
bums anda sizable number of hits, including “Tha Crossroads,” “1st of the Month,” and “Foe the Love of Money.”

In July 2014, the more than two decades old, Grammy Award-winning 
G-funk group announced that they were working on their final album, E. 1999 Legends. The double-disc project will serve as 
a reunion album of sorts, and one disc will consist solely of Bone Thugs tracks, while the other will feature guest appearances 
from artists like Mariah Carey, Kendrick Lamar, Wiz Khalifa, Drake, ASAP Mob, Phil Collins, and Linkin Park, as well as beats 
from Dr. Dre. The only downside: Only a single copy of the record will be released, and it will be auctioned off at the starting 
bid of $1 million. To date, only one single from the album — “More Than Thugs — has been released, and it features the 
group’s characteristic multi-part harmonies and synth-punctuated melodies. As for the full album, who knows when (or if) it 
will drop, but, according to Krayzie Bone, there’s at least one fan out there who’s already made a bid on it.

The Mills Col- 
lege alumna, who moonlights during the day as a sound designer for The Sims, has a knack for crafting sweeping, celes- 
tial-sounding compositions that sound like a mixture of the kinds of stuff you'd hear from contemporary composer Kaitlyn 
Aurelia Smith, Chilean director Alejandro Jodorovsky, or the minimalist pioneer Terry Riley. Her 2012 album, Glass Canyon, 
is a surrealist effort, rooted in terrestrial sounds that evoke wind-ravaged sand dunes and crashing waves. As its title implies, 
Star Core, her 2016 record, has a more intergalactic and cosmic feel, and, for the first time ever, features her own vocals. If 
you want to feel like you're on drugs without actually consuming any, Jakobsons is your best bet.

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HUSBANDRY

I'm a 37-year-old gay man who just got out of an 
abusive relationship. We were together five years, moved 
to Portland together, got married three years ago, yada, 
yada, yada. He suffered a traumatic injury earlier this year, 
which led to PTSD, which led to a nervous breakdown, 
which led to our savings being depleted, which led him to 
leave me in October. He moved back to the other side of 
the country, and I'm broke and on my own in a strange 
city. I saw your dirty film festival when it played here, and 
it made me realize something: At my age, I should still be 
enjoying myself and evolving sexually. I was unhappy in my 
marriage for the last two years, but sexually I was unhappy 
for along time. Recently, I had a decent one-night stand. It 
was a drunken, stoned hot mess, but it got the job done— 
and there was no guilt on my part, which to me signifies 
that it really is over with my ex. But I can’t help feeling like 
I'm starting over. Not just dating, but starting over with my 
sex life and my writing. My ex had me switch from LGBT 
media—which I am very good at—to copywriting, which 
sucks but is “steadier.” The point is: I want so much sexually, 
because I’ve been starved physically and psychologically, 
but I don’t know where to begin. I feel like my marriage 
eviscerated me sexually. Not just the sex part of it, but 
the parts of my homosexuality that felt important to my 
personality, not just my turn-ons. Help. 


Grieving And Yearning Man Asking Nicely 


You're not too old to enjoy yourself and evolve 
sexually, GAYMAN—you're never too old to enjoy 
yourself or evolve, sexually or otherwise. But it takes 
time to bounce back after a committed LTR ends 
traumatically. So don’t rush yourself. But as soon as you 
can—sooner than perhaps it feels right—you'll need to 
get out there. You'll need to actively and intentionally 
reconnect to your homosexuality and the ways in which 
it shaped and continues to inform your personality, 
your perspective, and your joy. 

And now some random tips... 

I’m not being look-ist or body-fascist here—this 
isn’t about having Instagrammable abs or the best torso 
Grindr—but join a gym, GAYMAN. Or take up a sport 
that kicks your ass, cardio-wise. Forcing your body to 
outrun your brain is a good way to get back in touch 
with yourself physically, emotionally, and sexually. And 
exercising—again, I’m not talking abs here—is good for 
us. It’s a natural antidepressant. It gets blood pumping 
into our extremities. (Your dick is an extremity.) And it 
gets us out of our heads. It also creates a social space, 
if you do it regularly, where you can make friends and 
connections without booze or drugs or the scourge of 
dance music. 

If the gym isn’t for you, ride a bike. If biking isn’t 
for you, run. If running isn’t for you, walk. Just get 
your ass moving. 

Go volunteer somewhere, anywhere. Like someone 
or other once said, it’s hard to feel sorry for yourself 
when you're making yourself useful. Go volunteer at 
the ACLU or Planned Parenthood, do some copywriting 
for an LGBT civil-rights organization, find out what 
orgs are working with immigrants in your community 
and ask them what kind of help they need. 

Please don’t succumb to meth or any of the other 
stupid drugs. Pot and alcohol—in moderation—aren't 
stupid drugs. 

Reach out to friends you lost touch with over the 
last five years, apologize for letting these relationships 
go, and ask if they'd like to reconnect. Not all will, 
GAYMAN—some might be too angry to reconnect 
right now (you may hear from them later), some might 
not have any extra friendship bandwidth right now 
(ditto). Focus on friends who want to reconnect, and 
don't be bitter about friends who don't. 

Masturbate. A lot. And don’t use porn every single

time—try using your imagination, flip through the 
ol’ solodex. Be open to new experiences. Ask yourself 
where you ve always wanted to go. Pick a big gay 
event you've always wanted to attend—gay days at 
Disneyland, International Mr. Leather in Chicago, 
the World Series of Beer Pong in Las Vegas—and start 
setting money aside so you'll have that trip to look 
forward to.

I'ma 44-year-old married gay male. I recently found 
out my 30-year-old husband has been sending dick pics to 
randoms on Grindr. He says he doesn’t remember who he 
sent pics to, or why, other than I was working late and he 
was drunk and pissed at me. I want to be mature about 
this, but I’m really hurt. We've been together more than 
four years and married six months. We have a closed, 
monogamous relationship. He says he’s been faithful, and 
I believe him. I'm struggling to trust him, however. Am I 
overreacting? 

Help Understanding Relationship 
Trauma 


Which would you rather have, HURT: This 
particular husband (aka the man you married) or a 
husband (a generic husband) who wouldn't, couldn't, 
and didn’t send dick pics to randoms on Grindr? Given 
a choice between a perfect, flawless, blameless but 
imaginary husband and the imperfect, flawed, living, 
breathing husband you've got, which would you pick? 

Personally, I recommend choosing actual-and- 
flawed husbands over perfect-and-imaginary ones. (I’m 
not telling you to do anything I haven’t done and that 
my own husband hasn't done.) 

With that said, HURT, and hopefully with that 
choice made, your husband needs to drop the “I 
was mad at you for working late” bullshit and take 
responsibility for his actions. Drunk may have played 
a role, as booze is the great disinhibitor, but swapping 
dick pics isn’t something reasonable dick-having people 
do in response to run-of-the-mill annoyances. Your 
husband sent those pics because he enjoys showing off 
the goods. Your husband has an exhibitionistic streak. 

So what to do about it? You could forbid it, HURT, 
but creating a little space in our marriages for pleasures 
we may not share or fully understand—making 
accommodations instead of issuing threats—can make 
our marriages stronger, not weaker, less contentious 
and therefore less brittle. If swapping pics makes your 
husband feel desirable, and he plows that sexual energy 
into you... not only aren't you being betrayed, you're 
benefiting.

It’s a degradation 
thing (of course), and I would do it for him but it can’t be 
me. It can’t be someone he loves, someone who loves him, it 
has to be someone he doesn’t know, someone who regards 
him with contempt. He finds guys to do this for him on the 
hookup apps, and I don't have a problem with it. I do have 
a problem leaning in for a kiss when his face reeks of some 
other man’s spit. He likes the “lingering scent”—I do not. 
He says I'm kink-shaming him when I recoil and ask him to 
go wash his face. He’s agreed to abide by your ruling, Dan. 
Should he wash his damn face? 

Smelling Patooey Irks This Spouse 


You've accommodated your husband’s kink. He 
needs to return the favor and accommodate your nose. 
He should wash his damn face—and get his damn flu 
shot.
